M onday.—In th e Senate Mr. Stew art 
sffered some financial resolutions, b u t the 
reneral debate and public interest was cen­ 
tred in the international copyright bill, 
which Mr. Beck of K entucky antagonized. 
He said the bill was one w hich proposed to 
give an absolute monopoly to a few favored 
individuals in th e United S tates in combi­ 
nation w ith foreign authors, aud said th at 
th e dem and of the typographical unions to 
have all the prin tin g done here would in­ 
crease th e price of all foreign books to the 
A m erican people. T he object of th e bill 
was not to carry out th e constitutional pro­ 
vision “to prom ote science and th e useful 
arts,” b u t to enhance th e price of all 
things th a t tended to develop eith er science 
or the useful arts. It was protection gone 
m ad. It was a bill for trusts, pools, com­ 
binations, exclusive rights to certain m en. 
H e w ent on to say th a t if th e pending bill 
was to become a law the Am erican people 
w ould no longer have th e benefit of cheap 
books, because th e union of publishers and 
th e union of printers would force th eir 
publication a t ju st such p ric s as they saw 
lit to ask. The object of th e -b ill was to 
build up a monopoly, and to give to the 
publishers of th e four great publishing 
cities—KewlYork. Boston, P hiladelphia and 
Chicago—th e exclusive power to publish 
fore go books and to exact any price th at 
they saw fit. 
Mr. Chace said th a t th e bill sim ply ex­ 
tended the provisions of existing law to 
fore gn authors. It gave no privilege to 
them which was not enjoyed already under 
the exist ng law by Am erican authors. 
Mr. Jones of A rkansas m oved to strike 
o u t all of section 2 (ie m iring as p art of the 
conditions of copyright, printed conies of 
hooks and w orks of art to be sent to thecon- 
fressional lib rary —the books to be i rioted 
rom type set w ithin th e United States), 
T he am endm ent g a \e r se to a discussion 
participated in by Messrs. Jones, Chace, 
Retina. Call and Gray. 
Mr. Chace opposed th e am endm ent as 
tending to em asculate the bill, destroy its 
u nity and throw it out of harm ony w ith it­ 
self. The vote on th e am endm ent was— 
yeas 14, nays 19—no quorum voting. The 
S enate th en adjourned. 


Grosvenor of Ohio Talks. 
A fter th e call of S tates for th e introduc­ 
tion of bills for reference, th e House w ent 
Into com m ittee of th e whole on th e tariff 
bill, and w as addressed by Mr. Grosvenor of 
Ohio. 
He referred to w h at he characterized as 
tho stock charge th a t this was an attem pt 
of the D em ocratic m ajority, stim ulated by 
th e m essage of the President, to get rid of a 
w ar tax. It was said th a t th e protective 
system w as a system born of the war for the 
suppression of th e rebellion. T here were. 
he contended, no w ar taxes left, save and 
except alone th e system of internal reve­ 
nue taxation,w hich w as iii tuts country w hat 
it had been in a1) oi her countries, a resort to 
w hich tile country w as Uii ven bv the exigen­ 
cies of war, and w nich ought tfr have been 
th e lirst m onum ent of taxation to bo strick ­ 
en down and rem oved. Tile proposition to 
repeal the tax on w hiskey was to rem it the 
pow er of taxation to th e States and perm it 
th e States to tak e th e place of th e general 
governm ent. H e proceeded to give a his­ 
tory of tho passage of th e Moi n il tariff bill, 
w hich he denied was a w ar m easure. This 
M orrill m easure of taxation, which estab­ 
lished a principle of robbery, as lie had 
heard it term ed —th is m easure, w hich laid 
th e foundation of A m erican prosperity, had 
been signed by Jam es B uchanan. It had 
also 
been 
signed 
by 
J. (J. B reckin­ 
ridge 
as 
vicepresident, 
and 
it 
was 
th e irony of 
fate 
th a t today one 
of 
ihe m en who denounced it in m ost eloquent 
anguoge was the accom plished son of th at 
gentlem an. T urning to the question of the 
surplus, Mr. Grosvenor expressed no anxi­ 
ety in regard to it. H e did not believe th a t 
th e m ission of statesm anship was to m ake 
it possible for th e people to bay w here they 
could buy th e cheapest, and sell w here they 
could sell dearest. The conditions th a t sur­ 
rounded tho g reat labor problem in tiiis 
country w as so w idely different from the 
conditions which sui rounded th a t problem 
in other nations th a t Congress w ould be 
false to its duty did it not draw a line of dis­ 
tinction between them . 
Mr. R ayner of M aryland denied th a t any 
m an could be a D em ocrat and rem ain in 
favor of the protective system . If th e party 
broke its prom ise now to the people, they 
w ould never again believe it 
lf the 
pressure of local in terest was regarded now, 
th e party was doomed, and do >med it de­ 
served to be, for tho party did not deserve to 
live th a t had n ot th e m oral courage of its 
convictions. 
Mr. H enderson of Iowa opposed th e bill. 
Mr. G allingeroi Mew H am pshire, in op­ 
posing the bill, said th e pending struggle 
was one betw een E ngland and America, 
and he characterised th e bill as a wicked 
assault upon the industries of New' E ng­ 
land. It should, he said, be entitled a bill 
“ to reduce New E nglaud to th e position of 
a dependency of G reat B ritain.” 
Mr. Gal- 
linger preferred th e protective to the de­ 
structive policy, an d so, he said, would tho 
South w hen it cam e to know' th e benefits of 
protection.

to 
raw 
m aterial, 
so 
m uch talked about, w h at was it? 
It was 
bot pig iron, nor even tho w ater we brought 
mto our houses; each and all represented 
labor. He knew of no raw m aterial, except 
me D em ocratic statesm an.

A t 2 o’clock Senator Ingalls of 
Kansas began a speech in reply to th a t of 
Mr. Voorhees of Indiana, H e began by 
taunting th e Democracy w ith th e ir defence 
pf Union soldiers; intim ated th a t Fitz John 
porter, as a representative Dem ocratic 
E ldier, 
had been 
insubordinate if not 
utinous; explained th a t his references 
to H ancock and M cClellan as “traitors” 
pad reference to th eir civil rath er than 
th eir m ilitary record, th e latter of which in 
both cases were 
illustrious and of in ­ 
estim able value to th e republic, H eehaw ed 
th a t Senator Voorhees, in l882.had advised 
U nion soldiers to go to the nearest black- 
C ith shop and get collars fitted on them , 
cribed “Lincoln’s dog.” 
Ho had de­ 
nounced all Union m en as “Lincoln’s dogs,” 
and had not excepted Hancock and Mc­ 
Clellan, and th e senator from Indiana had 
in 1864 denounced Lincoln, the m artyr 
president, as a m onster, an unhappy felon, 
keeking 
w ith 
the 
gore 
of hundreds 
of thousands of soldiers needlessly and 
w antonly sacrificed. 
He had denounced 
Lincoln in these aw ful te rm s; he had urged 
that at the close of hts first term th a t great 
president should be allowed to retire to his 
dishonest 
obscurity. 
The senator from 
Indiana had in 1864 declared th e w ar a 
failure. 
Mr. Ingalls th en cam e to th e recent dis­ 
cussion of the so-called fraud of 1876, 
w hich D em ocratic senators had recently 
found renew ed occasion to denounce. 
A lthough the present occupant of the 
w hite House appears to have a title-deed to 
his seat, it was obtained by robbery as com­ 
pared to th e election of President Hayes.

He proceeded to com pare Mr. Ingalls to a 
peacock on a barnyard fence, posing of a 
sum m er m orning. H e (Ingalls) had read to 
th e Senate th e old, stale, putrid aud rotten 
slanders of years gone by, w hich he (Voor­ 
hees) had tram pled on through 40 political 
cam paigns. It had seem ed to him like the 
voices of spavined. broKen-winded, hack­ 
neyed political cam paign liars of th e last 
25 years.

Mr. Ingalls responded, an d , said that, 
w hatever m ight nave been his ow'n 'In- 
g all’s) relations to the groat struggle be­ 
tw een the N orth and the South, the sena­ 
tor from Indiana had been front tho outset 
th e determ ined, outspoken, positive, aggres­ 
sive and m alignant eneny of the Un.oil 
cause.

I pronounce th a t (said Mr, Voorhees, ris­ 
ing w ith anger) to be a deliberately false 
accusation. I voted for every dollar th a t 
Caid the soldier, for every stitch of clothes 
e wore, and for every pension bill th at re­ 
warded his services. 
The debate then took the form of a per­ 
sonal colloquy. Mr. Ingalls m aking charges 
which w ere vehem ently denied by Sennit r 
Voorhees. Among other things. Mr. Ingalls 
asked w hether th e soldiers of Ind una had 
tin eatened to lynch Mr. Voorhees from a 
railrt ad train.

Mr. Voorhees replie I vehem ently, 
Ih e 
senator is a great liar w hen he intim ates 
such a th in g —a great liar and a a n y dog.

Mr. Ingalls said th a t his inform ant ii w as 
confirmed by a reputable and distinguished 
citizen of Indiana.

“The m an who w hispers to you is a liar 
and a scoundrel,” rejoined Mr. \ oorhees, 
am id a st eno or general excitem ent. 
Mr. Gibson and Mr. E ustis also replied to 
Mr. Ingalls, 
T ariff Talk. 
Mr. M cCleary lof K entucky opened the 
tariff d scussion in the House, speaking in 
favor of th e Mills bill. 
He outlined the 
danger of an increasing surplus, and said 
Congress should long ago have reduce ! tax- 
at ion, hut the journals of the House w'ould 
show th a t th e repeated efforts of the Dem­ 
ocratic party in th a t direction had been 
thw arted by gentlem en on the other side. 
The present tariff last year brought $217,- 
000,000 into th e treasury, and put $8d9,- 
000,000 into Hie pockets of the m anufac­ 
turers. For every dollar p u t into tne treas­ 
ury $4 w ent to m anufacturers. He thought 
th a t a reduction of tariff taxes was the true 
m ethod of reducing the surplus, because 
tlio.se taxes were upon necessities, w hile the 
internal 
revenue 
was 
obtained 
from 
luxuries.

Mr. Foran of Ohio opposed th e bill, and 
prophesied th a t w ithin two years the annual 
revenue from custom s duties would be as 
mMch as it had been in 1887. The com m ti­ 
ttie on w ays and m eans had placed upon the 
free list a few articles w hich brought in a 
revenue bf 822,000,000 a year, and this was 
really th e only sure 
reduction 
ot 
the 
custom s revenue in th e bill. This was a 
per capita taxation of 85 cents, and this 
was the burden which weighed down the 
consum er and curved the spine and para­ 
lyzed the energy of the laborer. He d s- 
cussed at some length, and earnt Btly op­ 
posed th e proposition to place wool on tho 
free list. 
„ 
T he debate proceeded 
at considerable 
length. Messrs. sco tt of Pennsylvania, K err 
of iowa. B utler of Tennessee and Dorsey of 
N ebraska oppos ng and Mr. O’F errall of 
V irginia favoring the bill. The com m ittee 
then rose, and, after the presentation of a 
message from jthe President,returning w ith­ 
out h b approval th e bill for the relief of 
H. B. W ilson, adm inistrator of W illiam 
Trueder, deceased, the House adjourned.

W e d n e s d a y .—In the Senate, today. Mr. 
E dm unds introduced a bill to increase the 
pensions of soldiers and sailors who con­ 
tracted h eart disease in th e service. The 
Senate then, on m otion of Mr. Sherm an, 
proceeded to executive business. 
This being the first secret session for sev-, 
eral days, th e accum ulation of nom inations 
by the President, am ong them th a t of Mr. 
Fuller, to be chief justice, were referred to 
com m ittees, and a num ber of reports, 
m ostly upon postm asters, were m ade by 
com m ittees. 
The doors were reopened fifteen m inutes 
later w hen the Senate resum ed considera­ 
tion of toe railroad land g ran t forfeiture 
bill, the question being on an am endm ent 
ottered by Mr. Call last Monday. T his was 
am ended so as to sim ply provide th a t all 
actual settleis on any lands in Florida 
affected by railri ad grants who m ade actual 
settlem ent alter th e tim e lim ited in tile 
granting act, and before May I. 1888. shall 
have the rig h t to Perfect their entries 
respectively under the hom estead or pre­ 
em ption laws 
A fter some discussi< n the 
am endm ent as am ended was agreed to. 
Mr. Dawes offered an am endm ent. 
A 
debate followed which lasted until 2 o’clock 
(when m orning business ends) arrived, when 
the bill and am endm ent w ent over till next 
day. 
lh secret session today, Senator Sherm an 
reported back th e Chinese treaty from the 
Senate com m ittee on foreign relations,w ith 
tho recom m endation th a t it be ratified. 
The Senate then resum ed consideration 
of th e bill for the establishm ent of a bureau 
of anim al industry, and Mr. Paddock m ade 
a speech in support of it. 
Mr. Sherm an called attention to the state 
of public business. 
Mr. Cullom, from the com m ittee on inter­ 
state commerce, reported a bill to am end 
th e interstate com m erce law. Among other 
changes, it provides tiiat reductions in pub­ 
lished rates, fares or charges shall only be 
m ade after three days’ public notice. 
The Senate then took from the calendar 
and passed a num ber of bids, am ong them 
th e Senate bills appropriating 875.000 each 
for public buildings at Woonsocket, R. I., 
and Dover, N. II. At 5.10 the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
“ The Dreary Drips of D eclam ation.” 
In th e House, th e tariff talk was resum ed 
and continued all day. Mr. Allen of Mas­ 
sachusetts opened th e ball on the Republi­ 
can side. His argum ent was one of th e best 
w hich has been m ade on the protection 
side. Mr. Alien concluded by pa nting a 
very pretty picture of the .New England 
factory operatives, and telling how anxious­ 
ly they wore w aiting to hear w hether tho 
Mills bill was to lie passed or deflated. 
Mr. Wilson of M innesota was opposed to 
th e present tariff because, w hile it ear died 
th e few. it prevented the ex pans on of our 
industries and because it was especially u n ­ 
ju st to th e agricultural interest. The im ­ 
portant 
question 
presented 
now 
was 
w hether the w ealthy classes I e allowed to 
levy trib u te upon the industrial classes. 
T h at was th e contest now before the coun­ 
try, and sooner or later the people would 
succeed. 
Mr. McCoraas of M aryland said th a t free 
trade m eant untaxed foreign com petition. 
It cheapened a few things the workm an 
consumed, but cheapened everything th at 
he produced. Protection raised the price of 
a few things th a t the w orkm an consumed, 
but raised th e price of everything lie 
produced, and higher wages for w hat he 
produced m eant a higher standard of life, 
It was am azing to hear representa tisea 
from the Southern States unite to denounce 
the tariff, when the South m ost needed 
protection. 
New E ngland and Pennsyl­ 
vania, rich with the fruits of a general sys­ 
tem of m anufactures, m ight well sm ile at 
th e folly of a Southerner blinded by preju­ 
dices. 
Mr. C arruth of K entucky followed w ith a 
speech in support of the bill, and at 5.80 the 
com m ittee rose, and the House took a recess 
u n til 8 o’clcck. 
The evening session was attended by 
about half a dozen members, who were re­ 
ward d by a good speech from Mr. Stew art 
of Georgia, from the anti-protection stand­ 
point. He read a table w hich he had pre­ 
pared, estim ating th at a fam ily of six per­ 
sons living on a farm were taxed by the 
present tariff duties $186 a year, and th a t 
th e passage of th e Mills bill would result in 
reducing these taxes $90. He took occa­ 
sion, in talking of internal revenue taxa­ 


tion. to m ake a strong plea against reducing 
th e tax on whiskey, w hich tie ^.enounced as 
th e cause of ignorance and crim e. If it 
m eant Ilia political grave, he would vote for 
cheap necessaries of life, and let whiskey 
stay under the ban as it was today. 
Mr. Davis of Massac bn e tti d< nied the 
charge th at the laborers in the various in­ 
dustries of Massa husotts rece re d very 
little more wages th an the laborers In G reat 
B ritain, and in substantial) of his denial he 
quoted sta t st cs obtained from tile com ­ 
m issioner of labor, show .rig that tho wages 
in M assachusetts were 75.94 per 
cent, 
higher than in England. 
The House then, a t 9.45, adjourned. 
Am ending Co tile Quarantine U r n . 


T h u r s d a y .—The Senate

(Sugar, Tobacco and A lcohol It* Main 
Feature*. 


W a s h in g t o n , D. C., May 6.—J. C. B ur­ 
rows of Michigan, one of the Republican 
m em bers of the ways and m eans Commit­ 
tee, said today th a t since the debate on the 
tariff com m enced, the Question lias fre­ 
quently been asked w hy the Republicans 
do not offer a substitute to the pending bill 
if they regard it as such a vicious measure. 
General Burrows said: "It would be all 
folly for us to introduce the bill now. After 
Vie Mills bill has been discussed under the 
five m inutes’ rule for am endm ents, and 
w hen it has been reported l ack from com­ 
m ittee of the whole, so th at a vote m ay be 
taken, we shall offer our substitute, which 
will be voted on hist. If it is defeated, tho 
motion will then bo on the passage of the 
Mills bill, but of course if our substitute is 
adopted, th at ends everything.” 
"Do you believe th a t your substitute will 
be adopted.” 
"W e have not counted noses yet. bu t it is 
certain th at it stands a m uch better chance 
of passage than Hie Mills bill does, unless 
the latter is very considerably am ended 
and changed from its present shape.” 
“W hat are th e m ain provisions of your 
bill?” 
"I think you have already outlined them . 
We contem plate a reduction of about $30,- 
000,000 on tobacco, the repeal cf the tax 
on alcohol used in the arts, am ounting to 
$ 6,000,000, and the repeal of the duty on 
sugar, and a bounty which would be equiva­ 
lent to $58,000,000. m aking in all $94,000.- 
000, or rather more of a reduction th an the 
Mills bill contem plates.”

ALL REPORTED LOST. 


Steamer Eureka Run Into by 
the Benison. 


The Vessels Collide in a Dense Fog Off 


Cape Henlopen. 


The Captain and 38 Men of the Eureka 
Go to the Bottom. 


N o r f o l k . 
Va., 
May 
7.—Tho 
B ritish 
steam ship Benison, Captain A itkenland, 
and the steam ship Eureka. Captain Kichard 
T. Quick, e>( the Morgan line, from New 
York to New Orleans, were iu collision 
Sunday a t 12.15 p. rn., about 160 m iles 
s>altheas! af Cape Henlopen, 
and the 
E ureka went down w ith all on board. 
Tho Benison was bound from M atanzas 
to P hiladelphia witll a cargo of sugar. She 
struck the E ureka bow on about m idships. 
T he B enisons bow is stove in for a dis­ 
tance of about lo feet, and a horse and cart 
could be driven through the broach. 
A heavy fog prevailed a t the tim e of the 
collision, and th e captain of the Benison 
did not see the E ureka until be w as rig h t 
on top of her. 
The force of the blow w as terrific, and the 
Benison bounded back. 
The E ureka passed out of sight in the fog. 
A fter the collision the sound of escaping 
steam and one w histle was heard, aud then 
all was silent. 
A bout a half-hour after th e collision the 
fog lifted, and a glance around th e ocean 
showed no trace of the Eureka, and it is 
alm ost certain she w ent down w ith all on 
board. 
Shortly alter the fog had lifted the steam - 
ship Hudson, which had left New York 
about the sam e tim e as the E ureka, hove in 
sight, aud, seeing the 
S ignal* of D istr*** 
displayed by the Benison, ran down to her 
assistance. 
T he big hole in the B enisons bow was 
rartiallv stopped w ith tarpaulins, and she 
was taken in tow by the Hudson and brought 
to this port about 10.30 o clock this m orn­ 
ing. 
T he captain of the Benison was seen 
shortly after her arrival bore by a G l o b e 
correspondent, but he was very m uch ex­ 
cited and refused to give anything but the 
bare facts. 
The rush of w ater into the hole m ade in 
the Benison bv the collision washed over 
board tho clothes of the seam eu. w inch 
were in tho forecastle. 
The firem en and engineers in the hold of 
the Benison at the tim e of the collision, 
w ith the exception of three, deserted their 
posts, aud only w ent back w hen all danger 
of sinking was known to be past. 
The Benison is divided into w ater-tight 
com partm ents, and to this fact is due her 
safe arrival in port. 
She is an iron steam ship of about HOO 
tons register, and is owned in Liverpool, 
J. I. \ an Sickle, agent of Hie Morgan Line 
Steam ship Company, received the follow 
ing telegram from Baltim ore this m orning 
Steam er Benison, from M atanzas to P hila­ 
delphia, was towed into H am pton Roads 
this m orning by Steam er Hudson of the 
Cromwell line, from New York to New Or­ 
leans. 
The Benison was in collision during the 
fog yesterday oft Cape Henry w ith steam er 
Eureka, from New York for New Orleans. 
The Benison had her bow badly stove in. 
She will proceed to Norfolk. 
She bad a m iscellaneous cargo valued at 
$2i<o,000, 
T here wore no passengers, but th e E u­ 
reka carried Captain R ichard T. Quick and 
a crew of 38 men. 
Captain A itkenkead of the steam ship 
B auson w a s seen by T h e G l o b e reporter 
shortly after his arrival here. He says th at 
just before the collision he had stopped his 
boat to lake a sounding by w h ic h to deter­ 
m ine his position, as it had been impossible 
to m ake an observation on account of the 
beg. 
At the tim e th a t he w ent below the fog 
had lifted, and. while he w as looking at the 
chart, he was surprised to hear his Whistle 
blown.

In reply he got two w histles, w hich m eant 
to put his helm to starboard. By th is tim e 
the Benison had sw ung several points to 
the port aud if continued a collision would 
not have occurred except probably side DV 
side.

He says the 
force of the blow spun him round, and the 
E ureka parsed on into the fog and was lost 
to sight, though lie heard her steam escap­ 
ing and several blasts from her whistle. 
The Benison is a t the dock of the Norfolk 
& W estern railroad in tics city, 
And I* Leaking B adly, 
and would sink were she not on the mud. 
W hile being towed into port by the H ud­ 
son all of the crew of the Benison, except 
the engineers, who were sent on the Hudson. 
as it was thought the Benison would sink.

N e w Y o r k , May I .—Perhaps the largest 
am ount ever sued for by a physician for 
professional fees is claim ed by Dr. Charles 
E. Simmons, president of the commission­ 
ers of charities and correction, in an action 
begun against the executors of th e estate of 
the late Sam uel J. Tilden. The am ount is 
$143,350, for medical attendance upon tho 
deceased statesm an from 1879 to the tim e 
of Mr. T ilden’* death, a period of nearly 
eight years. 
A fter Mr. T ilden’* will had been probated 
the bill was presented to the executors— 
Andrew H. Green, 
Jo h n 
Bigelow and 
George W . Sm ith—by Mr. Simmons. No 
item s as to the num ber of visits or other 
details were given, and tho executors, act­ 
ing upon legal advice, declined to liquidate 
Hie indebtedness, as it did not comply with 
the requirem ents of the statutes governing 
executors. 
Dr. Sim m ons thereupon began an action 
in Hie Suprem e Court for th e am ount of 
his claim. Conies of the papers were served 
upon counsel for the executors, Messrs. Car­ 
ter, Rollins & 
Ledyard, who have de­ 
m anded a bill of pa< ticulars before putting 
in an answ er to the suit. 
It m ay take a m onth before this bill is 
filed, and the case will probably not be tried 
until the fall teirn of tho Suprem e Court. 
The doctor, his lawyers and the executors 
all refused to talk about the case. 
Dr. Sim m ons’ services to Mr. Tilden were 
of a personal as well as a m edical character. 
His wife is said to be a distant connection 
of the late ex-governor. W hile Mr. Tilden 
resided in his G ram ercy P ark house Dr. 
Simmons v sited him frequently.

Mr. Tilden becam e afflicted w ith ills th at 
come with advancing years and spent most 
of his tim e a t Greystone, Dr. Simmons was 
alm ost a daily visitor there, aud during the 
last year of the statesm an’s life Dr. Sim-, 
m ons w as w ith him constantly, and. as his 
friends claim, neglected his private practice 
to m inister to Mr. Tilden.

That 8 0 0 0

aion on the steam er Sultana, near Memphis, 
23 yours ago, in which nearly 2000 Union 
soldiers lost their lives, has always been a 
m ystery. Tile survivors a t their reunions 
have recently m ade a num ber of statem ents 
regarding the affair, but the m ost sensa­ 
tional story has been told by a resident of 
this city, W illiam C. Streeter. 
His statem ent fixes the explosion as the 
result of design.

A Loaded Car Explodes by a 
Railroad Collision. 


Eight People killed and Seventeen 


Houses Badly Wrecked. 


A Train Breaks Through a Bridge la 
Michigan. 


Oldest Mason in th e World. 
Mexico, Mo., MaY6.—A lfred Barnes died 
In this county todatu aged 98 years. He had 
been a Mason for 75 years, and is said to 
have been the oldest member of Ute order 
in the world.

the P hiladelphia & R eading railroad about 
five m iles from bere at m id n ig h t of yester­ 
day. 
• A fast freight train of 75 cars w as passing 
through Locust Gap, a m ining h am let, 
when tile train became disconnected by the 
breaking of a coupling, aud the engine and 
three cars ran half a m ile before th e crew 
discovered th a t the train was divided. T he 
first section aw aited Hie arriv al of th e 
second at tne foot of a heavy grade, and th e 
two brakem en losing control of th e second 
section it dashed into tlie first, causing an 
explosion in Hie third oar. which was, it is 
said, loaded w ith dynam ite. The force of th e 
explosion was terrific; cars w ere shattered, 
th eir contents strew n along the m ountain­ 
side; 
buildings for m any m iles around 
were shaken aud dam aged, and in th e im ­ 
m ediate neigiffioriio< d 17 houses were com­ 
pletely w recked, and th eir occupants in 
m any cases eith er killed or injured. To 
add to tho horrors of tho scene the w recked 
buildings were fired by overturned stoves 
or tamp*. and th u s som e of th e terror- 
stricken mon, womeu au d children wex* 
burned to death.

If a dairyman would Improve his breed 
and get good cows cheaply he must rear his 
calves.

famous exploits of Tull, of Sm ith and of 
Luis Weedon in producing heavy crops con­ 
tinually w ithout manure on heavy clay 
soils, were re sults of this intim ately fine 
working of them.

Love and beauty being the rarest things 
here below, attractiveness and attraction 
kindly tak e their place in this work-a-day 
world. The u nw ritten law th a t all wom en 
are to be charm ing m ay fall into disuse. 
b ut is unrepealed, since each w om an has 
one or m ore good points, added to th e possi­ 
bility of bringing th e rest to the degree of 
attractiveness. 
Give m e the dress and 
ordering of a county of w omen. and. save 
the aged and fatally diseased, th ere should 
not be a hom ely wom an in it. Once years 
ago I m ade th e m istake of asking a strik ­ 
ingly beautiful wom an, known to th e best 
circles here and abroad, lf it was not en ter­ 
taining to th in k how other women m ight 
be brought up to a sort of good looks. She 
Vpoke th e sentim ent of m ost beauties. 
*T find th em too hopeless.” 
But she 
was wrong as she could be. Tw enty years’ 
observation proves th a t surely as beauties 
grow thick-waisted and sallow by neglect, 
so surely if they will, plain wom en m ay 
Work through dulness of coloring and 
feature to pleasing tin ts and life of expres­ 
sion. I w ill not pretend to say it is easy. 
Nothing w orth w hile in this world is easy, 
Kid th e indolent, careless aud half-hearted 
Jeserve to be left out of tho good things go­ 
ing. B ut m any an hour, by rail or street car, 
lam use m yself picturing im provem ents in

In fancy beside a 
vulgar, forbidding face appears its image,

Bngsrs long to begin th e process of devel­ 
o p e its com eliness. It is hard w hen a 
nim girl w ith a m oustache on h er lip comes 
inx> a car or a waiting-room not to whisper 
tie secret w hich w ould erase th e forbid- 
dng shade, spite of h er being a stranger, 
fir every one know s w h at a torm ent a 
Moustache is to a nice girl—on th e w rong 
ret of features. It is doubtful if women 
lav e not shed as b itter tears over superflu­ 
ous h air th a t m ade them seem coarse and 
repellant as over any m isfortune save death. 
I rem em ber in an Ohio town of pretty 
pills, one, sly , delicate, and devout as a girl 
fcoald be, disfigured by a srrowth of hair on 
cheeks and arm s, n ot to th e bearded point. 
b u fuzzy enough to m ar h er very life for 
lier, and how patiently and pitifully she 
spoke to some of th e girls of it, as th e cross 
sort upon her, and th a t "heaven could love 
her in spite of th e blem ish,’' m eaning th a t 
no one else ever could. She loved, too 
plainly to the sharpsighted girls round her. 
a finical, self-centred young m inister, who 
m ight have found such a sw eet w om an the 
blessing of his life, b u t (of course he never 
could see h er an y th in g b u t unsightly, and 
h» cared for a beautiful brunette, w ithout

Jwn Pygmalion. 
If it were possible for a plain woman to 
have her picture painted In modish becom- 
isg costume, her person improved as an 
artist could imagine her. it would be the 
lest lesson in the art of pleasing. By and 
ly, when plastic art is common as silver, as 
that of painting neatly is, we will have 
clever craftsmen whose work will be to 
mould full size likenesses in wax for costum­ 
ing, so that each well-dressed woman can 
have a replica of herself, in face. form and 
attitude, as a few great ladies do now, to 
gain the 
K xact E ffect of T h eir Dresses. 
Where do you suppose the wax portrait 
head in the French coiffeur’s window came 
from, each of which is a likeness of some 
fashionable woman or beauty from the 
higher world, the Countess Dudley, Mrs. 
Bevor and Lady Brassey keeping company 
with the Princess de Sagan behind plate 
glass. Doubtless in time the phonograph 
Will add to the duplication of self, and the 
"trained accent” becomes as common in 
society as it is in cheap stories. My fixed 
belief is that when we change our worlds as 
those polite Japanese say, our chief retribu­ 
tion and reformation will come of the great 
calcium light in which we shall see and 
know ourselves from. first to last, as we 
never had time or insight to do before. The 
lubject will bear changing. 
I t would not lead to variety if we m ight 
tee ourselves as others see us.

It parallels the devout concern of 
th e m odern Frenchw om an w ho "feared it 
was w rong for h er to go Po church, her 
presence distracted so m any people from 
their prayers.” T ire m ay follow the out­ 
burst of a New York beauty of the last de­ 
cade. "T here is one thing I will not do—I 
will not! I will never allow m vself to break 
up th e peace of fam ilies!” Such speeches 
go far to reconcile some women to the fact 
of not being dow nright, raving beauties. 
Perhaps you th in k these things are made 
up like the children’s sayings in th e papers. 
Perhaps, otherw ise, you are of age to know 
how far real life surpasses im aginary in zest 
of speech and situation. H eine and Moliere 
are tam e cats to tho racy reality. 
A wom an who would do justice to her 
looks, m ust first of all know h er own style.

All tb e good things, from truffled 
turkey to m ince pie and plum pudding, 
will do no harm , if th e system is kept 
sound and sane w ith bread and wheat, and 
th e food eaten leisurely. 
T his order pre­ 
vents dyspepsia, w hich dries th e skin and 
breeds w rinkles. T reated so, w ith a few 
cosm etics, to be given in due tim e, tho skin 
becom es like satin and the eyes deepen in 
color, w ith a satiny gleam , repeated in the 
m oist hair, w hile th e lips, the inside of th e 
ears and palm s tak e a soft rose, and a very 
delicate tin t lives in tho cheeks. 
The 
coloring of the face is in harm ony, the blue 
and leaden shades become rosy instead. 
The charm is not in vivid color, but in 
cream y, translucent tex tu re of the skin, 
and th e deeping shade of th e eyes. 
T he dread of a dark wom an is sallowness 
ii her skin is fair, and greasy coarseness if 
brunette. Oh, th e w ork and care it is to 
keep such a w om an in training, or she 
■hows th e com plexion of a cook and a 
thirty-inch w aist in a sum m er. The cure 
for sallowness is open air, coarse bread and 
sunshine. 
For coarseness it is th e bread 
and w heat w ith plenty of bathing—scrub­ 
bing w ith soap and hot w ater tw ice a week

O O NNECTICUT’8 CHAM PION. 


Death of the Most R em arkable Cat of 
A ll Cats on Record. 
[Hartford Courant.) 
T he cham pion cat of C onnecticut has just 
died a t Putnam . She was ow ned by Joseph 
T atreault, a clerk in N isbet’s dry-goods 
stofc, and she perform ed, during life, the 
w ork of tw o ordinary every-day cats. Un­ 
like m ost anim als of a sim ilar species, this 
cat lacked but another head to m ake two 
cats. “I t” was her nam e, and a very appro­ 
priate nam e it was. She had seven full- 
form ed legs and tw o tails, having tw o dis­ 
tin ct hindquarters joined together about 
the centre of the body. N ot satisfied w ith 
these ex tra tw o legs and th is ex tra one ta I, 
she waved, or rath er carried another leg 
out of th e m iddle of her back. She had no 
uniform color of fur. 
F rom th e centre 
of her body forw ard she w as Maltese. 
One of lier hindquarters was black, the 
other w hite. A peculiar feature of coloring 
was her tails. The tail th a t belonged to th e 
black quarter was white, w hile th at claim ed 
bv the w hite was jet black. She could walk 
at any angle w ithout tut ning. H er greatest 
feat. however, was clim bing. She could 
w alk up between tw o perpendicular walls, 
providing they were close enough together, 
as easily as she could upon tile floor; while 
it was fun for her to take a trip up a tin 
pipe to the roof. H er rem ains were placed 
in a black w alnut box, triangular in shape, 
the lid of which bore th e sim ple inscription, 
" It,” and the last sad rites w ere perform ed 
w ith m uch pomp and solem nity. She was 
buried beneath th e old oak. whose branches 
overspread the village green, in .he presence 
of m any, and th ere th e old cat. lier m other, 
who has kept Nisbet's cellar clear of rodents 
for these past lo years, goes day after day 
to mourn and weep. 


Career of Senator McDonald 
of Indiana. 


Western Political Manoeuvres Since 
Lincoln and Seward. 


Bemiw3cences Brought up by Fuller’s 
Appointment 


N ew Y o rk , May 4.—I saw Senator Mc­ 
Donald of Indiana a few davs past. fat and 
Pickw ickian, his head fringed w ith a few 
w hite hairs and his w alk som ew hat feebler 
titan of old. He has reac hed the place all 
the politicians come to. of repeating in 
their own experience w hat they have vis­ 
ited upon their contem poraries. R ichard 
B right was th e boss of Indiana down to the 
period of tile civil w ar, w hen Tnom as A. 
H endricks m ade a run for the governorship 
against H enry S. Lane, and won tile favor 
of the people by his graceful heaving, cour­ 
tesy and ability. T he Brights never for­ 
gave H endricks for being successful, and 
w ithin til© past few w eeks you have noticed 
th at 
Dick 
B right, 
the 
nephew 
of 
the 
old 
senatorial 
boss, 
opened 
the 
fight 
on 
Governor 
Gray 
of 
Indi­ 
ana 
for 
having 
replaced 
McDonald 
as McDonald attem pted to replace H end­ 
ricks. In a very few years we have seen 
some five dynasties in th e Indiana Democ­ 
racy. B right l($t his position by the fatal­ 
ity of the civil war. He was a New York 
State m an of the New E ngland type; he 
m ight have leen under other conditions th e 
A braham Lincoln of th e W est, but settling 
in southern Indiana, contiguous to K en­ 
tucky, he m arried a fine woman w ith a 
drove of slaves, and these slaves had tile 
sam e effect on B right, as the herd of swine 
in tbe Scriptures, who were driven into tile 
sea. being possessed ny a devil. The negro 
really owned the w hite m an and warped 
his life. Mr. B right was expelled from th e 
Senate for having w rit5en a letter to Jef­ 
ferson Davis or somebody, introducing a 
m an who w anted to sell arm s to fight Hie 
Union. 
A D is tin g u is h e d I n d ia n a J u r i s t 
once told m e th a t in th e latter years of 
Jam es Buchanan he, as a young m em ber 
of Congress, called to see th e President and 
one day said to him : "Mr. B uchauan.it 
m ay b e presum ption* for m e to w arn you, 
but you are m aking appointm ents in our 
part of th e country, and in < tiler portions as 
well, under th e influence of Senator Bright, 
I have no quarrel w ith th at gentlem an, bu t 
under the conditions w hich exist his advice 
to you is often a calam ity. I sym pathize 
with your situation, sir, and wish th a t you 
could see these tilings as some of us see 
them .” 
H endricks was accused by the B right 
fam ily of having used the war tendency to 
overturn Mr. Bright. W hen fam ilies get 
these notions, there is no reasoning w ith 
them , and having know n R ichard Bright, 
who was for some tim e sergeant at arm s of 
the Senate and is Mr. McDonald’s law 
partner a t W ashington, I can vouch for the 
very interesting tem peram ent and appear­ 
ance of the B right fam ily. There is hardly 
a handsom er m an in this country than 
R ichard B right. His fam ily is interm arried 
w ith 
a 
branch 
of 
the Riggs’ fam ily, 
the 
well-known 
W ashington 
bankers. 
In the 
tim e 
of 
th e 
civil 
war, not­ 
w ithstanding Senator 
B right had come 
from the banks of L ake Cham plain, Uoewas 
as 
trem endous a 
secessionist as John 
Slidell, who originated in the city of New 
York. A change of locality often accom ­ 
plishes a com plete change of prejudice. 
You see a m an like David H unter.from the 
valley of V irginia, become a confirm ed 
abolitionist. 
You transfer a m an bv the 
nam e of Cooner from southern M assachu­ 
setts to South Carolina, and in a single 
generation his son w ill oecome the leader 
of the nullification and secession forces. You 
T ak e an Envltah R adical, 
like Thom as Cooper, and rem ove him from 
M anchester to Colum bia. South Carolina, 
and lie becomes tho pioneer ol philosophi­ 
cal disunion. Very often tho influence of a 
wom an is efficient to tu rn a great m an rigli t 
or wrong. There was General Thom as, who 
was born in the sam e county w here th e N at 
T urner slave insurrection took place in th e 
days of his youth. 
I th in k I have heard 
th a t for some cool conduct a t th a t tim e 
Thom as was sent to W est Point.

T rum bull, by tho way, is credited 
w ith having presented th e nam e of F uller 
to .President Cleve and as a proper person 
to be chief justice. T rum bull lias been 
a m an of far m ore 
influence in this 
country than bis personality would ap­ 
pear to represent. H e is tile m ain author 
of the reconstruction acts, including negro 
suffrage. Y et he is now a Dem ocrat, h av ­ 
ing gotten over on th a t side partly through 
his political errors and partly through his

Chase, like Mr. Fuller, w ent from New 
England to one of the W est rn States, and 
then ascended to the Supremo Court. The 
appointm ent of F uller is chiefly adm irable 
on account of the place front which he was 
chosen. 
Chicago never had m uch promi- 
n nee in the public m ind until about the 
tim e of Abraham Lincoln’s stdection over 
Seward for President. He did not come from 
Chicago, but from the southern portion of 
Illinois, like Logan. 
Hitherto, the profes­ 
sional ability of Illinois has been outside of 
its m etr pol s, but naturally a city growing 
like Chicago draw s to itself the successful 
m en of all the outlying parts. It was a groat 
surprise to the people of the East when 
Lincoln beat Seward, who was thought 
to be so m uch tbe superior of the strange, 
long man from tho prairie bottoms. I rec­ 
ollect when L ncoln was nom inated w hat a 
tim e we had to find anything about him. 
Not long before th a t when lie was employed 
in the McCormick reaper case, one of my 
em ployee, George H arding, had found it 
necessary to em ploy a lawyer of record in 
tho State of Illinois. He wanted Mr. Ar­ 
nold of Ch cago. but Mr. Arnold had been 
em cloyed e n i he other side of tbe case. So 
E ihu W ashburn was applied to, to know 
w here there was a lawyer in Illinois who 
m ight serve the purpose. He said there was 
a m an nam ed Lincoln at Springfield. Mr. 
H arding says th a t tie got hold of a law 
directory, and all he could find about this 
unknow n Lincoln was. “A. Lincoln. Spring­ 
field.” Thereupon. Lincoln was secured, 
and it was this money, some $5000, I be­ 
lieve, which put him tar enough ahead of 
tao world to m ake ilia 
C e le b rated St lim n in g C a m p a ig n 
against Douglass for the S tate Senate. 
H arding says that when he and Stanton 
m et Lincoln at Cincinnati, they were both 
so little reverential of the future great m an 
th at they unm ercifully sat down upon His 
brief and snubbed him altogether. But Lin­ 
coln, instead of getting mad, regarded these 
two m en as his friends—the only persons, 
perhaps, in the great E ast w ith whom he 
had auy acquaintance—so when he became 
president lie offered Mr. H arding the oflice 
of com m issioner of patents and he m ade 
Stanton His secietary of war. 
This was re­ 
turn ng good for evil witti a vengeance.* 
The homely nature of the thing was in the 
surprise of the tw o m en—th at Lincoln had 
pieservcd any good feeling for them . 
How 
m uch better it is to lay away love rather 
til an resentm ent for a nest-egg. 
The great

was 
brought 
out 
by 
A braham 
L in­ 
coln’s m agnanim ity, who probably had 
every personal 
reason to dislike him . 
Indeed, we are apt to attribute too m uch of 
the power which a great era shows to some 
especial favorite in the m idst of ji. Lincoln 
requ red men like M anton, and probably 
m en like Trum bull, to stiffen un his charac­ 
ter, which m ight have run down at the 
hoels. His birthplace was unfortunate for 
the exigencies he was ca led upon to super­ 
vise; ho m ust naturally have had a leaning 
tow ard K entucky, neutrality and pleasur­ 
able rem em brances of pro-slavery times. 
T he sterner m en from farther N orth sur­ 
rounded him , and thus is preserved to us 
the composite and som ew hat negative por­ 
tra it of a m an who will be always beloved.

they m ake a m ark w ith the brush upon the 
face. Some of those touches are put there 
by very lowly and insignificant people; the 
m other has touched the picture m ore than 
once. The little child which died in its 
father’s lap left tile touch of its little fin­ 
gers in the dyt s of the portrait. The ped­ 
ler, who cam e along w ith saucy counte­ 
nance and bold words upon his tongue, 
dropped som ething upon the great m an’s 
ear which m ade a feature of the picture. 
And so our portraits are pa nted by an in­ 
finite num ber of people. At last comes 
the assassin and throw s blood upon the 
easel, and th a t m akes tile m artyr out of the 
man, and every critical voice is hushed be­ 
cause of the pathetic ending of tile plain cit­ 
izen. More th an 1800 years ago there lived 
a m an who said m any wise things and re­ 
buked m any harsh people, and w ho was tbe 
father of dem ocracy in Europe and Amur 
lea. They sentenced him to death by vio 
Jence, and from th a t day to this the mere 
form of the cross, which has been used on 
m any a crim inal and political offender, lias 
been standing betw een us and the real wis-

trium ph. Senator Dorsey was telling me 
some years ago th a t at Indianapolis during 
tile Garfield cam paign Conklins, for want 
of a shining m ark to apply his satire to, be­ 
gan to fire away at Grant, who 
Q u ie tly S m o k ed HI* C ig ar 
and paid no fu rth er attention to Conkling 
than if a mouse had been fooling around 
the corner of th e room. Not improbably 
Logan will hold a place in th e physical 
story of Illinois, superior to T rum bull, who 
had so m uch m ore intellectual anality. 
Logan was w ilful, boyish, alm ost silly in 
some of his tantrum s, but there was abun­ 
dant vitality everyw here about him. and 
these whom he bossed liked him the better 
for these overbearing, headstrong traits. 
He had political rectitude, and when be 
m ade ills change from th e Democracy to tbe 
Republicans no m an need lose faith by any 
of Logan’s m isleading; he w alked just as 
true in th e one party as he had done in 
the other—and faith is th e basis of all 
tile religions. Logan would get mad and 
threaten to destroy Borne reputation abr. ast 
of him . but be never threatened to destroy 
his party organization, It was vary hard 
for him to learn anything, and especially to 
learn hum ility, bu t he was a tolerably good 
si bolar even in th a t article a t lust. For 
some years Ins nam e was a kind of jest in 
the East, and they called him 
B lick 
Jack.” and yet if I were to select m y grave 
and place, though I have never been a sol­ 
dier, I believe I would rath er take Logan’s 
than T rum bull’s. Logan had the inestim a­ 
ble good fortune to be perfectly true to 
three men, and as true to one of them as to 
the other two. He was true to Douglass, 
true to Lincoln, and true to G rant. Trum ­

Eost HI* P olitical Coherence 
from being true only to Trum bull, and it is 
to be doubted w hether he was alvays true 
even to th a t person. H e Jet him self be 
w arped by m a tt'rs of jealousy, and thus 
w hile a m an of real greatness resided in 
some portions of his intellect, there was an­ 
other m an there w hich looked out upon the 
com petitions of th e world w ith acertaiu bil­ 
iousness nnd I ttleness; and so the m an who 
had the intellect was disparaged by the man 
who had Hie self-love. 
Nevertheless, all 
these characters ar d some others I m ight 
m ention, in Illinois, have a distinctness in­ 
dicative of original types of men. and die 
W est is particularly strong in realistic, un­ 
doubted, authentic, individual character. 
W e all thought th a t when Seward was 
beaten for the presidency by Lincoln the era 
of the absurd had begun, whereas the absurd 
passed out w .th Seward and Weed. Lincoln 
brought us a new kind of m anhood, and 
now the chief justiceship has gone to 
Chicago, and nobody is very contem ptuous 
on tbe subject. It is m anifest th a t ihe old 
States of New E ngland keep up their good 
seed, and th a t these seeds and their plants 
are generally im proved by being removed 
to new portions of tile country, and brought 
into friction w ith the new conditions w ith­ 
out which alm ost every so< iety sooner or 
later decays. To have new institutions and 
to keep them new is to m ake States aud in­ 
stitutions flourish. In the W est there is 
rn. re fa th than in th e E ast aud therefore 
m ore power. 'Hie chief reason for this is 
the preponderance in th e W est of physical 
problem s over the m erely social, ph losophi- 
cal aud m inor problem s, which have em­ 
ployed half tim tim e of the E ast since its 
sectarian foundation in old W inthrop, or 
Paine, or Roger W illiam s.

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER. 


Again it may be said of President C lk v k- 


l a n d . as on every occasion when an im­ 
portant position bas had to be filled, that 
he has made the best selection possible. 
M e l v il l e W e st o n F u l l e r , who, if the 
Senate confirms the President’s choice, as 
doubtless it will, is to be called to a position 
second in importance only to the presi­ 
dency itself, is a man In every way fit to 
succeed Ja y and M a r s h a l l and T a n s y 
and C h a s e and W a it e , and the other 
great jurists who have occupied that posi­ 
tion. Deeply learned in the law. sound in 
the Democratic theory of government, his 
accession to the chief place on the supreme 
bench will doubtless mark the beginning 
of a stricter construction of the Constitu­ 
tion than has scmetiifie* been the case un­ 
der recent chief justices. 
New England had many jurists who would 
have ornamented the bench. The choice 
has nominally gone to the West, but in 
Chief Justice F u l l e r , if he shall be con­ 
firmed in his high trust. New England may 
still claim one of her sons. Born and brought 
up to the law in Maine, and studying at 
Cambridge, he is in a large sense the pro­ 
duct of New England institutions and New 
England habits of thought. 
President C l e v e l a n d ’s work bas been 
well done. It is clear that he was guided 
solely by what seemed to him the highest 
interests of the country. It is clear also that 
in making this selection he had no personal 
or part san end in view. And he has done 
wisely in selecting a man who may reasona­ 
bly look forward to many years of service on 
the bench.

TAXATION BT COMBINE. 


"The opponents of this (Mills) bill repre­ 
sent the issue to be between free trade and 
protection. It is rather an effort of the 
people to recover the right to tax them ­ 
selves.” 
These words from the sneecli of Congress­ 
man W ilso n of West Virginia state tersely 
the issue which is joined. The people, i 
through the Democratic party, are making 
an effort to regain the right to do their own \ 
taxing. For years the taxing power, the 
most vital prerogative of government, has 
been surrendered to great corporations and j 
powerful combinations of capital, and 
these combinations have fleeced the people j 
unmercifully. Under pretence first of rais­ 
ing revenue and then of protecting labor 
they have taxed a large part of the wealth 
of the country into their own pockets, leav­ 
ing the people’s pockets correspondingly 
empty. It is true that the people’s elected 
representatives still pass the tariff bills, but 
the practice for many years has been to 
give the great "combines-’whatever they 
have asked for. This is substantially sur­ 
rendering the taxing power to them. 
Reasonable assistance for such desirable 
industries as cannot sustain themselves 
without it meets with no opposition from 
any quarter. But the claim of the "com­ 
bines” of a right to take the taxing power 
into their own hands and keep it there is 
preposterous. It is this private claim of a 
vested right to tax the people that the 
M il l s bill really assails. And bow the 
combines are stirred up about it! 
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their war experience to fight political bat­ 
tles. but because their Southern constituen­ 
cies hold their service to the "lost cause" in 
grateful remembrance. Grant was elected 
president not because his military genius 
was considered available in civil rule, but 
because he bad brought the war to a suc­ 
cessful issue. 
And this sentim ent seems a very appro­ 
priate one to influence our action in current 
politics. It Is fair to count to a m an’s credit 
in making up his political account the 
service he performed in the army during 
the war. 
It does give him a claim on the 
regard of his fellow-citizens which they are 
bound to recognise in their nominations 
and at the polls. 
To do this is not only fit 
requital for the past, but the very best 
preparation for th* future. The republic has 
armil s of brave men who were soldiers only 
for the time when the service was de­ 
manded, but who are now the moving 
spirits in peaceful operations. That the 
country is grateful Jo them and shows it is 
the very best preparation she can make for 
a future defence against any possible foe. 
And so when a "soldier boom” springs up in 
a presidential year it has a right to exist 
and to grow, if it is reasonable—and no 
other than a reasonable boom can exist and 
glow. It was a wholly justifiable course for 
the Democracy to ask for votes for M c C le l­ 
l a n in 1864 because he was a soldier. The 
solecism was in putting him on a platform 
which declared the war a failure. It was 
the very highest patriotism for that party 
to nominate H a n c o c k in 1880, and to ask 
for votes for him because lie was a ’’superb” 
soldier. 
G r a n t ’s election was in every 
way a most appropriate recognition eft his 
service to the country, and he might well 
have had a third term without the slight­ 
est fear of that spook which was raised 
against him and 
labelled 
"Ctesarism.” 
G a r f i e l d 
was 
a 
fair 
counter 
to 
H a n c o c k 
as

soldier, 
and 
his 
legions of supporters were armed only with 
a panoply of patriotic duty performed, and 
not with the weapons of future warfare. 
The hero of the march to the sea, or the 
gallant "Little F h i l , ” might either of them 
be put at the head of the civil as they 
have been at the head of the military 
affairs, if they would accent it, and the 
choice would be justified. H a w l e y m ight 
be nominated for president, because besides 
being a statesman he! was a good soldier, 
without endangering the liberties of tho 
country ;• A l g e r might accept such 
an 
honor from his Loyal Legion comrades and 
old 
sabre-swinging 
companions 
as 
a 
fit 
crowning 
to

wonderfully 
successful 
business 
career. 
and 
a 
brief but distinguished raid into the field 
of political administration as governor of a 
great State, and the party would have no 
call to apologize for him as a soldier candi­ 
date. H a r r is o n , G re s h a m , F a i r c h i l d , or 
any other of those whose names are men­ 
tioned as 
soldier candidates m ight be 
chosen and urged as soldiers, and it would 
be a proper thing to ask men to vote for 
them because they are soldiers as well as 
statesmen. 
Those who helped fight the battles of the 
country are not going to be eligible many 
years longer for civil promotion.

ENGLAND IS MOVING. 


Lord R o s e b e r y moved, about six weeks 
since, to appoint a committee to inquire 
into the constitution of the House of Peers, 
and supported his motion in a speech 
which outlined a radical reform of that 
venerable obstruction to progress. 
His 
motion was defeated by a vote of 2 to I, but 
it started a popular discussion of the utility 
and futility of maintaining a legislative 
body based on birthright and having no 
sort of relation to representative govern­ 
ment. which is going on briskly in the 
English magazines and newspapers. 
A glance at this controversy shows how 
fast the public opinion of England is mov­ 
ing in a democratic direction. Even the 
London Times, with all its ingrained dis­ 
like of radicalism, counsels the Tory min­ 
istry to seriously undertake a reorganization 
of the so-called Upper House, and is forced 
to concede that "most of the changes indi­ 
cated by Lord R o s e b e r y seem sound.” 
The breadth of this concession may be un­ 
derstood when it is stated that Lord R o s e­ 


b e r y proposed that hereafter no peers 
should sit as legislators by right of birth 
alone, but should all be chosen, directly or in­ 
directly. to represent either the Privy Coun­ 
cil, the county boards, or the large towns, 
or else be elected by the House of Commons, 
or the colonics. He also proposed to take 
away the veto power of the-lords on legisla­ 
tion altogether, providing that. where they 
disagreed with the Commons, the m atter in 
dispute should be settled in a joint conven­ 
tion, both houses voting together. 
And 
these radical proposals even the Times is 
forced to pronounce as sound. England is 
moving on. and the American type of 
popular government is her ultim ate goal. 
THE SOLDIER IN POLITICS. 


There are two opposite and extreme opin­ 
ions a's to the soldier in our American poli­ 
tics, both of which are wrong, but one of 
which is held by very many citizens. One 
ft from the extreme soldier side, which 
would give the man who has served his 
country the 
first 
choice and constant 
preference 
in 
civil 
promotion, 
with 
but a 
secondary 
regard to 
qualifica­ 
tions 
and fitness; and the other from 
the 
opposite 
extreme, 
which 
would 
denounce a military experience as the 
worst possible preparation for holding a 
civil office and exercising civil authority. 
There have been times when the first- 
named opinion has been prevalent, and has 
asserted itself with a vehemence and per­ 
sistence which only harmed the cause it 
desired to serve. There have been times 
when the pendulum swung to the other 
extreme, and injustice was done to some 
of the most worthy men in the country. At 
present a juster and more sensible opinion iB 
gaining ground, as it seems to me, growing 
out of a more sensible appreciation of the 
real position of the soldier in politics. And 
this result is ako partly due to the fact that 
as time goes by the soldier element be­ 
comes more equally distributed in the vari­ 
ous political organizations of the country, 
and the preference in his favor thus be­ 
comes less and less a partisan one. 
The soldier in our politics is entirely a 
different factor from that be stands for in 
other governments. It isn’t the abstract 
soldier who is considered when we speak of 
this subject. It is the concrete soldier. It 
is not the military man, but the man who 
helped fight the battles of the last war. He 
is not put up on a pi destal because he is a 
martial hero, but because he helped save 
the country. He is not, lionized as the man 
of arms, a fit ruler because be has com­ 
manded battalions, and brigades and divi­ 
sions, but simply because in a great 
crisis 
he 
did something distinguished 
in the line of duty most prominent at the 
time. This is true South as well as North. 
The "rebel 
brigadiers” we Republicans 
sometimes speak of are sent to Congress 
from the Southern States not because they 
are supposed to be specially qualified by 


settled by strikes, and win oftener. This 
year they have a new and greater power 
given them, which, if rightly used, will 
make them Irresistible. This is the ballot, 
armed with which the poorest man who 
lives is the political equal of J ay G o u l d. 
Let the laboring men select their candi­ 
dates with great care, let them vote for 
the friends of labor and listen to no out­ 
side dictat on, and let them stand firmly 
together, and they will eventually carry 
every one of their righteous demands. 
From now on until fall they should put 
out little money in strikes, but much in 
labor literature. When the workingmen 
learn that their interests demand that they 
hold together they will win avery battle. 
Why not begin now? 


CHEATING THE INDIANS. 


Extraordinary tales come from Alaska, 
telling how the fur traders ply w ith liquor 
tho Indians engaged in seal hunting, and 
then cheat them out of their share of the 
profits. We do not know whether the story 
is true or not. In any case the company 
which has a monopoly of the fur trade in 
that locality should be subjected to a 
thorough 
investigation, and, if proved 
guilty, should be prosecuted. 
An Indian is an inferior being. Save in 
cruelty and a liking for "fire w ater” fie has 
fewpo nts that distinguish him from the 
beasts, but this very fact should guarantee 
him better protection from the wiles of the 
white man. 
A seal caught by an Indian Is just as 
valuable as one captured by a Caucasian. | 
Let the red-skinned Alaska hunter be re­ 
warded like other men. The Indian is 
worthy of his hire.

The leaders in the Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Engineers who have charge of the 
strike on the "Q” road should take some ac­ 
tion at once to set the minds of the poor 
men at lest. They say they have not de­ 
clared the strike "off.” but ha\ e told the 
men to make the best bargains they could 
with the Chicago. Burlington & Quincy 
people, thus practically giving up the bat­ 
tle as lost. 
Now, there is no disgrace in failure. The 
men went out at the command of their lead 
era and made a gallant stand, which has 
won for them the admiration of the whole 
country. Considering the grievances com­ 
plained of, and the number of men who 
voluntarily threw 
themselves out

employment for a principle, the strike was 
very orderly and well conducted. The nam 
ber of acts of violence were very few, and 
of these, in nearly every case, the PINKER­ 
TON hirelings were the aggressors. We be­ 
lieve, and the countx-y believes, th at the 
just claims of labtjr have suffered a defeat 
in this struggle, and that monopoly has won 
a triumph. We also believe that there is 
no good end to be served by keeping up the 
strike any longer. If the men have lost, let 
the leaders say so, and. by declaring the 
strike "off,” give the men a chance to go to 
work. 
It is a good plan to remember right here 
that the triumph of the road is not a com­ 
plete victor), and that the disappointment 
of the men’s hopes is not an unmitigated 
defeat. The management of the road is 
poorer and wiser than it was before. It lias 
learned at a great cost that laboring men 
are not slaves and will not submit to arbi­ 
trary dictation. The brotherhood has also 
learned who its friends ate, and will be 
better prepared to act when a new emer­ 
gency arises. The cry of the New York 
Nation and © her anti-labor organs that 
"strikes are no longer to be feared” is mis­ 
taken. We have fewer strikes than hereto­ 
fore. bat they are begun in a bettor cause 
and have wiser management.

MASSACHUSETTS FARMS. 


Colonel C a r r o l l D. W r ig h t ’s latest 
statistical report shows some interesting 
facts concerning the distribution of land in 
this State. 
The general impression is that, as Massa­ 
chusetts is a manufacturing and not an 
agricultural State, the amount of land in 
farms must be decreasing. Everywhere in 
the vicinity of the large towns and cities it 
is seen that land which was once cultivated 
is being taken for building lots and factory 
grounds, and the impression is very natural 
that the agricultural acreage is diminish­ 
ing. But this is not the fact; the report 
shows that more of the soil of Massachu­ 
setts is cultivated now than in former years. 
At present there are 939,260 acres under 
cultivation, against 912,621 in 1875 and 
881,402 in 18C5. 
This fact is interesting as showing that in 
Bpite of the enormous advance of building 
and m anufacturing business since 1865, 
agriculture has so far extended itself over 
formerly untilled land as to more than bal­ 
ance the encroachments upon the Boil, 
But it is still more interesting when taken 
in connection with the fact that the num­ 
ber of farms is steadily decreasing from 
year ta year. 
That is to say, at a time 
when the growth of the agricultural popu­ 
lation requires, and the improvements rn 
cultivation permit, a greater subdivision of 
land without loss of product to any. the 
fact is. on the contrary, that farms are grow­ 
ing larger and less numerous, 
Perhaps this explains in part the exodus 
of young men from the country to the 
cities. Probably also the value of the 
farms, though it docs not seem excessive, 
puts them beyond tho reach of many of 
these young men, and so fos:ers the tend­ 
ency to accumulation of laud in a few 
hands in the country, and the tendency to 
the overcrowding of the labor market in 
the cities. The average size of farms in 
this State is 86 acres, and the average 
value, including the buildings, is 84112. 
There are IC farms of over 1000 acres. 
Few people who live in Massachusetts 
realize the extent and importance of her 
agricultural into eats. The value of Massa­ 
chusetts farm lands and buildings alone, 
not to mention live stock, machinery and 
implements, is $135,000,000—a sum equal 
to two-thirds of all the capital invested in 
all the manufacturing industries in this 
State according to the last nation ,1 census. 
Yet how much we hear about protection for 
rich manufacturers, and how little about 
protection for poor farm ers!

CRIMINAL JUSTICE 
IN 
NEW YORK. 
New York justice often presents queer 
aspects to the observer. W ithin a few days a 
policeman was detected in the act of bur­ 
glary, and within 12 Lours was on his way 
to Sing Sing to serve out a IO years’ sen­ 
tence At about the same time two laos, 
not old enough to vote, were each sentenced 
to 30 years of penal servitude for an armed 
burglary, committed less than a month 
bef. re. 
Some of thet"boodle” aldermen, connected 
with " J a k e ” S h a r p ’s Broadway railroad 
steal, were in prison within a few weeks 
after their trial was first talked of. Others 
are still out on bail. The bribe-giver man­ 
aged to postpone his trial until deatli saved 
him from penal liability. And his principal 
assistant is now undergoing trial. 
Taken “by and large,” the enforcement of 
the laws for the security of life and property 
is uncommonly swift in that city. Inspector 
B y r n e s aud his assistants have thoroughly 
cowed the men who make crime a business. 
This policy meets with general public ap­ 
proval. People like to feel that they are 
safe in a great city, and nowadays those 
who walk late and alone on Broadway are 
as safe as in the most peaceful country 
town. During many years the bankers of 
New York have been wholly secure from 
robbery. A pickpocket shuns Wall street 
as he would the entrance to a police court. 
There is but one thing needed to make 
Boston’s criminal regulations equally swift 
and sure. 
The present police board un­ 
fortunately bas the 
duty of regulating 
liquor selling in addition to the manage­ 
ment of the police force. If the latter were 
their only duty they would have time 
enough to take measures to prevent rn:,ny 


The engineers’ strike on the “Q” system 
is officially pronounced a failure and the 
men are* told to find employment as best 
tliey can.

Of the curious, and sometimes amusing, 
errors that are lo be found in the transla­ 
tions of the woiks of various English 
writers, a long list might be made. How­ 
soever d e ar and intelligible the language of 
the orig nal, absurd mistakes have fre­ 
quently occurred, owing to the ignorance of 
the translator of the idioms of our tongue. 
It is well known that Voltaire, in his ver­ 
sion of Shakespeare, perpetrated seveial 
egregious blunders; bat even in our own 
time, some of lbs countrymen, in some in­ 
stances, have scarcely been more happy in 
their attempts to translate our great drama­ 
tist’s works. Jules Janin, tho eminent critic, 
rendered that part of Macbeth’s speech in 
which he exclaims: “Out, out, brief can­ 
diel'’ “Sortez, chandelle?” Another French 
writer has committed an equally 'strange 
mistake. Northumberland, in “Henry IV,,” 
says: 
Even *nch a nam, so faint, so spiritless, 
So dull, no dean In look. to teoe-beftoire. 
The translator'8 vers1 on of th® words itali­ 
cized is "^insi. doulenr! va-t’enl”—“Thus, 
grief, go away with you!” 
Tile celebration of the tricentonnarv an­ 
niversary of Shakespeare’s birthday in 18G4 
had the result of new editions of the poet’s 
plays being issued in several continental 
countries. One of these publications was 
a fresh translation of “Hamlet,” by a 
French writer, the Chevalier de Chatelain. 
Some of tho lines of the prince’s soliloquy in 
act I. run thus: 
How weary, stale and unprofitable 
com to me all the eses of this world! 
Fie on’t! oh, tie! 'ti* un unweeded Harden 
Tlmt grows to seed; things rank and gross in naturs 
Possess it merely. 
The chevalier renders this speech in the 
following terms: 
FI done! ti dead Ce* jours qu’oa nous montre 
SU (>erbes 
Sont un vtlaln jardln rempll de folles herbes 
Qui dounent de l’ivrale et certes de plus 
Si ce u’est les engtus nu cholera-morbus. 
The translator not only utterly fails to 
grasp the sense of tile passage, Ijut lie gives 
an exau Shively nbeard turn to the simile 
wilt n ne represents Hamlet as saying that 
the plants of the gaideu are “provocative 
f cfiolora.” 
That in many cases it is difficult to ade­ 
quately reproduce the text of Shakespeare, 
and. indeed, that of many oilier of our 
poets in a foreign language must be ad­ 
mitted, although the Germans have fre­ 
quently been remarkably happy in their 
attempts in th'.stlirection. But. under any 
circumstances, such gross blunders as those 
above cited are almost unpardonable. On 
par with these is the rendtrm gof Cibber’s 
comedy 
of “Love s Last Shift” as “La 
Derniere Chemise de I’Amour”—translating 
the 
title 
of Congreve’s tragedy. “The 
Mourning Brido,” by the phrase “L’Epouse 
du Matin ; and iii calling Sir W alter Scott’s 
novel, “The Bride of Lauiniei m uir.” “La 
Br.de du Lanimermuir”—"The Bridle of 
Lammermuir.” 
The works of various English prose writ­ 
ers have, in rome places, been incorrectly 
translated, ow big to the fact that intheor g- 
inal a phrase or word has been used in a 
purely technical sense. An English histo- 
ian, referring to an incident in the seven 
. ears’ v. ar, said that Lord George Saekvillo 
vs as “broken'’ for cow ardice at the battle of 
Minden,employing this expiession as a syn- 
ouyme for cashiered. 
A French writer, 
quoting this paragraph, translated the word 
broken” as “roue.” which means broken 
on the wheel; and he appended a note to 
the statement, in which he commented 
strongly upon the barbarity of inflicting— 
b r a purely military offence—a punishment 
which, in France, was reserved for crimes 
onlv if the deepest dye. 
Miss Cooper, a daughter of the American 
novelist, states that when in Paris she saw a 
French translation of herfather’s tale, “The 
Spy,” in which there were several m istakes; 
but one of them was such that it was almost 
incredible that any one could possibly have 
been guilty of it, Tile residence of Mr. 
Whar.on. one of the charac era who figure 
in Hie s ory, is spoken of by the author as 
‘The Locusts." Now, the translator I ad 
been evidently ignorant of the circumstance 
of there being any species of trees l eafing 
this name. Having, therefore, looked out 
the word in his dictionary, and finding the 
definition to be given as 
bes Sauterelles” 
grasshoppers—thus he rendered it in the 
text. Presently, however, lie came across 
paragraph in

that

visitor 
to the

of Mr. W harton 
had 
tied 
Ins 
horse to a locust. 
Then it rn ght be nat­ 
urally supposed that the translator would 
at once have discovered his error. Not a 
bitof it! His reason rig would appear to have 
been on a parity with that of a celebrated 
countryman of his, when he declared that 
if the facts do not agree with the theory, 
so much tile worso for the facts.” Never­ 
theless, Hie writer seems to have been con­ 
scious th at some explanation was due of so 
extraordinary a statement as t hat a horse­ 
man had secured his steed to a grasshopper. 
Jonsequently he went on to gravely inform 
his readers that in America these insects 
grow to an enormous size; and that, in this 
case, one of these—dead and stuffed, of 
course—had been stat:oned at the door of 
the mansion for the convenience of visitors 
on horseback! 
in comparison with this stupendous blun­ 
der, the fellowing mistake of another 
French litterateur n translating a sentence 
in one of Sir AValter Scott’s novels becomes 
quite a venial one. Me* ting a statement 
n the text that some of the characters who 
figure in the tale had a “Welsh rabbit” for 
supper, the translator, not aware that the 
term was applied to toasted cheese, ren­ 
dered the phrase as “un lapin du pays de 
Galles”—* a labbit of W aits.” Not content 
with this, be inserted a footnote infoiming 
the reader that the rabbi s of Wales were 
of such superior fla\ or that they were in 
great demand in Scotland, the scene of the 
story, and, consequently,they were forward­ 
ed to that country in considerable numbers. 
No authority was g von for tho asrortion, 
aud it is pietty evident that the id. a of the 
writer must have been “evolved from his 
in nor consciousness.” 
Again, a Monsieur Bouchetto, engaged in 
writing a life of a German author, Jacob 
Boehm, gave in an appendix a list of his 
works. One of these was a criticism upon a 
treatise bv lsiah Stieiel, a contemporary 
theological writer. The pamphlet of Boehm 
was entitled in the original “Reflections 
upon lsiah Stiefel.” Now, in German, the 
word Stieiel means boot, and M. Bouchette 
was ignorant of tho fact that it was also a 
family name. He therefore-know ing that 
the subject of the brochure iii question was 
Scriptural—fell roto tile ludicrous error of 
translating the title of it'as "Reflections sur 
les 
Bottes 
d’I nail)”—"Reflections 
upon 
Isaiah’s Boots.” 
In an Italian journal. II Giornale delle 
due Sicilio, there was, not long ago, a trans­ 
lation of apaiagr.tph in an English news­ 
paper, giving an account of a man having 
Killed Ins wife with a poker. The word 
"poker’’ was not intelligible to the editor. 
He, however, had the candor to admit his 
ignorance, which he did in the following 
language: 
"Non sappiamo, per certo, se 
uuesto ‘pokero’ Ingiese sia uno strum en'o 
(lomestico o bensi chirurgico.”—“We do not 
know with certainty whether the English 
poker be a domestic or surgical instrument." 
"Traduttore. trauditore,” says an Italian 
proverb. A signal exemplification of this

But 
in tim ti ansation it is stated that “pour 
deuil, ii porta it un pa'etot de coiffeur de 
puree de pols”—"He wore, for mourning, a 
co t of the color of pea soup.” 
In fact, the translation of the first six or 
seven chapters cf the sh ry fairly bristled 
with blunders of a s'm ilar character to 
those quoted. The consequence was that 
tiro readers of L’Opinion Nationals rose en 
masse, 
and 
energetically remonstrated 
auamst the further appearance in its col­ 
umns of a tale which seeim frt» them -and 
with reason--to abound with palpable ab­ 
surdities. The f<‘uilleton of a French jour­ 
nal is a most important department of it, 
and < n the merits of wh ch its circulation 
largely depends. The result, therefore, of 
this prot st was that the publication of 
"I,’Ami Commun” was brought abruptly to 
a close.

A milli­ 
gramme is the one-tfiousandth part of a 
gramme, and a gramme is equal to 15Va 
grains troy weight. Now. just write your 
name upon it with ibis lead pencil.” 
The writer scrawled the name his parents 
gave him on the scrap of paper, and handed 
t back to the proprietor, who placed it on 
the tiny scales, and adjusting the weights— 
which were no bigger than the head of a

weigh exactly six milligrammes.

The person who 
undertook the duty of translation proved 
ut erly incompetent to the task. A con­ 
tributor to All the Year Round, comment­ 
ing upon this circumstance, sa’d: "One 
would suppose that the two qualifications 
are essential to constitute a good trans­ 
lator, a thorough acquaintance with the 
resources of tiro language used for repro­ 
duction being the first: and the second a 
not loss intimate knowledge of the idioms 
to be reproduced.” 
This obvious truism 
would seem to have been completely lost 
sight of by the editor of the journal in ques­ 
tion when lie entrusted the translation of 
tiro novel to an individual who proved to be 
lacking in bot ii these important qualifica­ 
tions. It was not simply that the peculiar 
humor of the Original evaporated in the 
process of reproduction—which, perhaps 
was, under the circumstances, almost in 
evitable—but the translator displayed 
curious ignorance of the most common 
idioms of our tongue.

The rainbow is frequently credited with 
great power for good and evil. It is a wide­ 
spread belief that it hides great riches, or 
brings fortune or good luck with it. In 
Swabia it is said to rest on bowls of gold; in 
Hungary th at cups of silver will be found 
where it touches the earth or water, and the 
finder will divine the future. H is quite 
likely that a shoe cast over it will fall on the 
other s de filled with gold, as it is believed 
in Berne and among Swabian peasants. The 
difficulty is to get it over. In Carinthia it 
is a hat. Czech tradition says that if iron or 
other base metal be cast into the rain­ 
bow 
it wjll turn 
to 
gold, and simi­ 
lar things are recorded of 
it in 
the 
Tyrol. 
In many 
parts of 
Germany a 
golden key or a treasure, is said to be found 
where the bow touches the earth ; in Portu­ 
gal, a silver hen, and in modern Greece a 
curious Byzantine coin, called a Constantine 
coin. Any one finding this will be endowed 
with marvellous power. In Norway it is 
said that a cup and spoon, with a kind of 
gruel, will be found where the bow rests. 
It is also believed to bestow health. Among 
the Letts, if you can reach the bow and 
touch it you will have the healing power. 
The water found immediately beneath the 
arch will, it is believed, cure those afflicted 
with demoniacy. 
Old women keep this 
water in trenches dug in the ground or in a 
hollow tree, but not in the house, where it 
will lose its force or bring some disaster on 
the household. It 1b also said that flocks 
should not be pastured inhere the bow 
rests, or they will fall sick. German peas­ 
ants say tiro touch of the bow will render 
plants odorant 
On the other hand, in 
some departments of France the rainbow 
said to njure plants on which it rests, to 
y up vines ana to ruin the harvest. In 
Bohemia, also, it withers up the herbage, 
say the peasants. In the Ukraine you must 
not put out your tongue at the rainbow or it 
will dry up. In Hungary there is a Vila or 
fairy sitting on the water where the rain­ 
bow touches it, and wh omsoever she sees 
first will die. Lsthonians say the bow is 
but the scythe used by the thunder to 
chase wicked souls. 
Iii Austro-Hungary 
the sick are not allowed to lie stretched at 
full length when the first bow of spring ap­ 
pears, for it is thought they would die if 
permitted to do so. Many ordinary tasks 
must not then be performed for lear of evil 
consequences. 
Auntlier strange belief has existed that 
the rainbow has power to change the sex. 
Tins obtains in districts wide, v separated. 
A story from the Nago tribe in Africa 
relates the adventures of a young man so 
transformed. 
Slavonian peasants have a 
similar notion, and it is a general belief in 
modern Greece among the common people 
that any one jumping over the rainbow 
will have th ir sex changed. Among the 
Albanians. Servians and in Upper Loire. 
France, it is by pass ng under the rainbow 
that the sex is changed. 
The notion that tiro luminous bow pos­ 
sesses so great Dower for good or evil has 
probably led to another curious belief, that 
Harm will come to any one pointing at t. 
The ancient Hindu law of Manou forbade 
this, and it is said in tiro Harz Mountains 
that God will punish any one who points at 
the rainbow. In modern Greece and iii 
Amiens, you will lose a finger, and in Bohe­ 
mia the same disaster will occur unless it 
immediately thunders. The Chinese say 
your hand will be attacked with ulcers, and 
German peasants tell you that you dig out 
the angels’ eyes when you uoint at the rain­ 
bow. Ancient Peruvians said that the mouth 
m ust be kept shut when a rainbow was in 
sight or the teetli would be spoiled. 
Atmospherical phenomena have always 
furnished aids in divinat on, and pre-ages 
are widely drawn from the appearance ot 
the raiubuw. In Lettonia, if the arch is 
seen near a house it is unlucky, unless it I e 
a house in which young women res de, in 
which case a speedy wedding is indicated, 
In Boult giro it isi said that to dream of a 
rainbow means a change of fortune—disas­ 
ter or death in the family. Sicilians note 
but three colors, yellow, green and red, 
and argue by the prominence of each as 
o the harvest. Yellow means an abund- 
dance of silk, green moans oil. aud red 
means wine. In Lettonia the peasant first 
seeing the earliest rainbow in the spring 
will have a good year. In the island of Sa­ 
moa. if a war party or fleet saw a rainbow 
in front of or behind them in starting out, 
they quickly returned home, deeming it a 
bad omen. If it was seen ut one sidp. how­ 
ever. it was a good sign. In Upsola I., when 
the bow shone clear and and reflected its 
light on the vilJa.ro, it was thought a good 
sign. If it appeared faroff in the country. 
it was a bad augury. In modern Greece, 
the same auguries with regard to harvests 
are made from the colors prom nent, as iii 
Sicily, white instead of yellow meaning 
abundance of wheat. 
Similar auguries, 
with variations of color, are made In Cy­ 
prus and in Phocis. 
A sa weather prophet its fame is wide­ 
spread. Abundance of proof of this is given 
bv its name. It is the ralnbi w iii Engl sh, 
Ital an. German, Picardy, Gaelic, Breton 
and in the Todo dialect of India. Germans 
also call it "weal ber sign.” and it is also 
"waterbow” in Gaelic and Finnish, and 
cloudbow in Arabian. 
It is believed In 
Normandy that rain will come in nine dayc 
after the appearance of a rainbow. 
The 
weather provei bs concerning tao rainbow 
are more or less widely known. Many are 
simple variations of the following: 
Rainbow at night, shepherd’* delight. 
Rainbow at morning, shepherds have warning. 
Or os the old English work has it: 
Th# rainbow in the moi nm’ 
Oles the shepherd warnin’ 
To gar his girt cwat on his back; 
The rainbow at night 
Is the shepherd’s delight, 
For then no girt cwat dots he lack. 
The nautical version is also well know n: 
Rainbow at night, sailors’ delight, 
Rainbow in the morning, sailors take warning. 
The French form of the proverb has it: 
Rainbow In the morning, 
Little man take thy way; 
Rainbow at eve, 
Little man, do not leave. 
In a curious collection of weather signs 
collected by the Signal Bureau there is 
much recorded concerning the rainbow as 
a metreorological indicator in this country. 
It is widely belier ed that it is a sign that 
the rain will come. 
lf there is a rainbow at eve, 
It will rain and leave. 
A morning rainbow is usually indicative 
of more rain or of short, heavy rains; a 
night bow, of coming of fair weather. Two 
or three bows are thought to foreshadow 
pica ant weather wrest ntly, but settled bad 
weather in a few days. If the bow break 
up all at once it is a sign that severe 
weather will follow, and that rain will 
come after the drought or fair weather 
after wet. When tiro green color is promi 
nent rain and cool weather will follow, but 
w ild and rain will occur after a rainbow in 
which red predominates. A rainbow in the 
air signifies tiro next day will be clear, 
A rainbow at morn-, put your hook In His oom, 
A rainbow at ove, put your head in the sheave. 
Wffien seen in the distance the rainbow 
means fair weather; when near at hand, in 
the mountains,bad weather for crops. When 
it does not touch water, clear weather will 
follow. 
A morning bow indicates rain, a 
noon bow slight and heavy ra n, and an 
evening bow lair weather. An easterly bow 
indicates clear weather the next day, one 
in the west means more rain the same day. 
A rainbow in spring precedes fair weather 
for 42 hours. 
The appearance of the rainbow over a cer­ 
tain lake in Russia forteffs drought to the 
fishermen, and they fear to go on the water 
because it produces a whirlwind or water­ 
spout whicn will overthrow the boats. 


Cuba’s Two M eals a Day. 
[Home Journal.] 
Only two meals a day are served in Cuban 
hotels. They live much as people do in 
some parts of France and Switzerland. 
You take an orange or two with a cap of 
coffee and a roll in the early m orning; a 
liberal breakfast, in courses, is served at l l 
o'clock and a ceremonious dinner at 4 or 6 
in the afternoon. This mode of living is 
admirably suited to the climate, and you 
fall in with the custom and like it at once. 
Tho breakfast opens with small olive and 
fresh radishes served in the same dish; tiro 
next coarse is fish, then eggs, meat, etc. 
You are not asked what you prefer, but 
oaoii course is set before you, and vou par- 
take of it or not. Instead of beginning with 
fruit, the Cuban breakfast ends with it— 
pineapples cut from the stalks the same 
morning, ban&n as freshly picked, sapodillas, 
a faint and rather over-sweet morsel, with 
oranges ad libitum.

HE administration of 
President Polk was 
full 
of 
important 
events. Like General 
Andrew Jackson and 
John 
G. 
Calhoun, 
Jam el 
Knox 
Polk 
was of Scotoh-Irish 
descent. 
His ances­ 
tors came from the 


lina. a little before 
the middle of the 
eighteenth century. 
His grandfather and 
greatuncle were ac­ 
tive promoters and mi st influential mem­ 
bers of the celebrated Mecklenburg con­ 
tention of 177S, which is claimed to have 
first made “a declaration of independence.” 
Mr. Polk, the eldest of IO children, was 
horn Nov. 2,1796. in Mecklenburg county, 
N orth Carolina, not far from the humble 
birthplace of General Jackson. In 1806 his 
father removed to Tennessee, then recently 
admitted as the sixteenth State of our 
Union. He purchased a tract of wild land 
in the rich valley of Duck river.upon which 
he settled as a planter, follow iug at times 
the occupation *»f a surveyor. 
His son 
Worked upon the farm, but was the con­ 
stant 
companion and 
assistant of his 
father 
in 
his 
surveying 
excursions 
through the dense forests which then cov­ 
ered the country. For a short time he 
Worked in a country store, but finally fitted 
for college, ana in 1816 entered the Uni­ 
versity of North Carolina, from which he 
graduated with its highest honors three 
gears later, deliveiing on that occasion the 
Latin salutatory oration. He Immediately 
began the study of law' in Nashville in the 
office of Felix Grundy, then in the zenith 
of his fame and head of the Tennessee bar. 
Here ho not only secured the life-long 
friendship and influence of Mr. Grundy, 
but made the acquaintance and won the 
esteem, confidence and love of General 
Jackson, whose ardent political supporter 
lie became, and from whom, during all his 
own later life, he received a support 
equally warm, and always vastly effective. 
Near the close of 1820 Mr. Polk was ad­ 
m itted to the bar. He immediately returned 
to his home in Maury county, and there 
commenced the practice of his profession. 
His ability and character were at once rec­ 
ognized and appreciated. 
Under favoring 
influences, among his eld friends and neigh­ 
bors. his progress and success in his pro­ 
fession were rapid aud continuous. In the

He 
later opposed the celebrated “Maysville 
road bill” on its passage, aud ably sustained 
President Jackson!* veto of it, which put an 
end to all this class of legislation.

settled In Norrie Caro- ; sage as called the attention of Congress to a 
probable accumulation of a surplus in the

omewhat litigious condition, natural, if not 
necessary,in a pioneer and unsettled commu­ 
nity. where tempers are hot and turbulent, 
manners rough.debts pressing money scarce, 
and land titles somewhat arbitrarily, lf not 
aggressively assumed, and never specially 
well established, the level-headed, courage­ 
ous and upright young lawyer found ample 
field .for his abiliiy and usefulness; and 
seems to have been early and eminently 
successful in securing and retaining the 
confidence of those among whom he had 
cast his lot. 
The Democratic party was in the full 
flush of its triumphs. 
The Federalists, its 
opponents, had practically abandoned the 
field, defeated and disorganized. 
Mr. Polk became at once thoroughly iden­ 
tified with the Democratic party. In 1823 
he was elected to the Legislature of Ten­ 
nessee. In August, 1826, when not quite 30 
years old, he was chosen from his district 
to the House of Representatives, in Con­ 
gress. He continued a member of this body, 
by six successive re-elections, until 1839. 
In Congress he soon gained a leading posi­ 
tion. Grave and dignified rather than im­ 
pressive in appearance, he was. not an ora­ 
tor, hardly a brilliant speaker when com­ 
pared with many of the eloquent aud 
distinguished statesmen with whom he 
served and with some of whom he came ix^to 
frequent collision. 
In his views on all constitutional ques­ 
tions he was a rigid "strict constructionist,” 
and his action was generally qpbsistent with 
these views. His first speech in the House 
of Representatives was in advocacy of Sen. 
ator Benton’s proposed amendment to the 
Constitution, providing for the election of 
president and vice president by a direct 
vote of tile people in congressional districts. 
His next was rn opposition to the famous 
Panama mission proposed by President Ad­ 
ams and supported by Mr. Clav and others. 
He early took ground against what was 
then called "The American System,” con­ 
sisting of an extensive and general system 


treasury, "he made a lucid report, replete 
with tho soundest doctrines, ably enforced, 
denying the constitutional power of Con­ 
gress to collect from the people for distribu­ 
tion a surplus beyond the wants of the gov­ 
ernment. and maintaining that the revenue 
should be reduced to the exigencies of the 
public service.” 
In 1832 lie was upon tho committee of 
ways and means and made an able minority 
report upon the examination of the United 
States Bank. 
In the next Congress he was chairman of 
this committee, and as such sustained the 
removal of the deposits by President Jack­ 
son from the Bank of the United States; as 
well as all the other measures of the admin­ 
istration, in what has somet mea been 
called the "Panic Session” of Congress. 
In 1835 Mr. Polk was elected speaker, and 
re-elected In 1837, 
on both occasions, 
over his distinguished colleague and former 
party associate, John Bell. 
On leaving Congress in 1839 Mr. Polk, in 
his speech, returning thanks to the House, 
said, "I can perhaps say what few others, if 
any, can, that I have not failed to attend 
the daily sittings of this House a single day 
since I have been a member of it, save on a 
single occasion, when prevented a short 
time by indisposition,” and again, “It has 
bren made my duty to decide more ques­ 
tions of parliamentary law and order, many 
of them of a complex and difficult char­ 
acter, arising often In the midst of high ex­ 
citement, in the course of our proceedings, 
tiian had been decided, it is believed, by all 
my predecessors, from the foundation of 
the government. The House has uniformly 
sustained me. wiihout distinction of the 
political parties of which it haB been com­ 
posed.” 
In 1839 Mr. Polk was elected governor of 
Tennessee, over Governor Connor, the then 
Whig incumbent of the office. In 1841, and 
again in 1843, he was a candidate for re­ 
election, but was defeated in both years by 
his Whig opponent, Governor Jones, one of 
the most popular statesmen of Tennessee. 
In 1840, in the memorable presidential 
campaign for "Tippecanoe and Tyler, too,” 
commonly known from some of its pecu­ 
liarities as tho "Hard Cider and Log Cabin 
Campaign,” the Whigs elected General 
Harrison president, and John Tyler vice 
president. 
General Harrison dying 30 
days after his inauguration, Vice Presidedt 
Tyler succeeded him as president. 
Tim 
latter very soon so decidedly dissented from 
the leading principles and measures of the 
party which had elected him, that, at the 
instigation of their almost idolized leader, 
Mr. Clay, they, as a party, repudiated and 
denounced him. 
President Tyler then attempted to organ­ 
ize an independeht party and lo bring the 
Democrats to his personal support, either 
within it or in their own organization. In 
this he disastrously failed. The Democrats 
availed themselves of every opportunity 
afforded to sustain Democratic measures, 
but would assume no responsibility for the 
administration. On May 1,1844, the Whigs, 
Hushed with their victories in the Rta e 
elections of 1843, and smarting not a little 
under Tyler’s defection, met in national 
convention in Baltimore, and nominated 
their great leader, Mr. Clay, for president. 
On the next day an immense popular con­ 
vention, under the lead of Mr, Webster and 
other eminent Whigs, ratified with great 
enthusiasm this nominat on. 
On the 27th of the same month the Demo­ 
cratic convention met in the same city. 
The real issue before the country grew out 
of slavery—just now brought to the front 
by the impending annexation of Texas to 
the United States —a measure warmly 
espoused by President Tyler and his cabi­ 
net. under the lead of Mr. Calhoun, his 
secretary of state. The Democratic party, 
with entire unanimity and zeal, at the South, 
and with more or less earnest ne?s and eva­ 
sion at the North, favored this annexation. 
The Whigs, with entire unanim ity at the 
North, and with mole or less earnestness abd 
evasion at the South, opposed it. 
This 
issue largely subordinated that of the tariff 
and the finances, upon which the parties 
then, as now, wqre not entirely harmonious 
in their own ranks 
Up to this time, Mr. Polk had not been 
mentioned, except as a candidate for vice 
president—for which office his own and 
some other States had nominated him as 
early as 1839. 
Ever since his defeat in 
1840, until within a few weeks of the 
meeting of the convention, it was generally 
conceded that Mr. Van Buren would be 
tile Democratic candidate for president, 
although some others were named, notably 
Mr. Buchanan and General Cass. 
But in April, 1844, Mr. Calhoun, as Presi­ 
dent Tyler’s secretary of state, intently per­ 
sistent in all measures which lie considered 
important to tho slaveholding interests, 
had negotiated a treaty for the annexation 
of Texas. This at once roused intense ex­ 
citement and discussion, and more or less 
division in both political parties, and led 
inevitably to a sectional issue. Independent 
of slavery, there would probably have been 


y . . 


immediately 
or 
gradually, to 
abolish 
slavery, Mexico to recognize her independ­ 
ence, and England and France to guaranty 
this independence. Thi9 naturally intensi* 
fled the already engrossing excrem ent. and 
the question of annexation absorbed all 
others, April 22, 1844, Mr. Polk, in answer 
to a letter from the late Chief Justice Chase 
and other Democrats of Cincinnati, had 
said. "I have no hesitation in declaring that 
I afft in favor of the limned'ate reannexa­ 
tion of Texas to the territory and govern­ 
ment bf the United States.” 
Mr. Clay had resisted the relinquishment 
of Texas to Spain in 1819, and had at­ 
tempted, without success, as secretary of 
state under John Quincy Adams, to repur­ 
chase it of Mexico. But in his "Raleigh 
letter” to the National Intell gfincer of 
April 17,1844, he "considered the annexa­ 
tion of Texas without the assent of Mexico 
as a measure compromising the national 
character, involving the country ceitainly 
in a war with Mexico, probably with other 
powers, dangerous to the integrity of the 
Union, and not dulled for by ally general ex­ 
pression of public opinion.” 
At the same time Mr. Van Buren, in a 
public letter in the Washington Globe, an­ 
nounced his views, not differing essentially 
from Mr. Clay, but putting his opposition 


York, and under the fatal defection of 
16,000 votes from Mr. Clay by the "Liberty 
party.” carried that State by the small m ar­ 
gin of 6000 plurality. 
Mr. Polk’s well-known views impaired his 
strength in Pennsylvania. A letter, how 
ever, was written ny him to Mr. Kane, in 
wh ch he said: "la m iii favor of a tariff 
for revenue, such a one as will yield snffi 
dent amount to the treasury to defray the 
expenses of the government economically 
administered. In adjusting the details of a 
revenue tariff I have heretofore sanctioned 
such moderate discriminating duties as 
would produce the amount of revenue 
needed aud at the same time afford reason­ 
able incidental protection to our home in­ 
dustry. I arn opposed to a tariff for protec­ 
tion merely and not for revenue.” 
Upon this letter, clear enough in its ex­ 
pressions, but not so clear in their definite 
application, the politicians put their own 
construction, and as Mr, Dallas was a recog­ 
nized protectionist inscribed their Penn 
Sylvania banners with "Polk, Dallas and 
the Tariff of 1842,” and it was said they 
even added with some impudence, "We 
dare the Whigs to repeal it.” 
On the 8th of June the Senate rejected 
the treaty for the annexation of Texas by 
the overwhelming vote of 36 to IO. This 
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even more distinctly upon other grounds ; intensified the excitement and tended to 
than hostility to slavery. 
! consolidate the South in favor of Mr. Polk. 
So persistent and united were the Southern 
Democrats in their puipose to carry the an­ 
nexation that it became apparent, as til© 
convention was about to meet, that Mr. Van 
Buren could not obtain the necessary two- 
thirds of its votes. W hen it met lie did, 
however, obtain a majority on the first bal­ 
lot, 
and 
he 
continued 
to 
load each 
of his competitors until the fourth, when 
he was distanced by General Cass. 
On 
the seventh ballot the New York delegation ' 
withdrew Mr. Vah Buren. On the eighth 
the vote for General Cass, who had never . 
had a majority, began to decrease. Upon 
the ninth ballot the name of Governor Polk i 
appeared for the first time. This ballot was 
interrupted by the Virginia delegation.who. j 
adm itting they were obliged to give up 
Vnn Buren, cast their vote for Governor j 
Polk. 
"Polk, Polk,” Was now the gen­ 
eral cry. 
The delegations which had voted I 
were allowed to change their voles, and 
Governor Polk received the entire 2*36 votes 
of the convention. 
The convention in its platform declared 
for the reoccupation of Oregon and the re- 
annexation of Texas as great American 
measures. 
Mr. Polk accepted the nomination in a 
brief and modest letter, in which he de­ 
clared, if elected, he should "enter upon the 


But notwithstanding this, had Mr. Clay ad­ 
hered to his letter of April, and not at­ 
tempted to modify or explain it. he would 
have carried New York, as it was supposed 
from the earlier returns of votes, that he 
had and been elected. 
Mr. Polk received 170 and Mr. Clay 105 
electoral votes. Mr. Polk failed to carry his 
own State. 
Mr. Polk was inaugurated as president 
March 4, 1846. He selected a cabinet of 
very marked ability and distinction, con­ 
sisting of James Buchanan, secretary of 
state; Robert J. Walker, secretary of the 
treasury; W illiam I?, Marcy, secretary of 
w ar; George Bancroft, secretary of the 
navy; Cave Johnson, postmaster general; 
and John Y. Mason, attorney general. 
In his inaugural address, much longer 
than any before delivered, he set forth his 
devot on to the Union as "the most admir­ 
able, wisest system cf well regulated self­ 
government 
evffr 
devised 
by 
human 
minds” ; reaffirmed the democratic idea of 
its relation to the States; deprecated "the 
schemes and agitations” of what he called 
"misguided persons” of one section against 
the "domestic institutions” of another; 
avowed his hostility to a United States 
bank and a national debt; reaffirmed his 
opinion in "favor of a tariff for revenue,” 
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high and solemn duties of the office with 
the settled purpose of not being a candidate 
for re-election.” 
Compared with his competitors in the 
Democ ratic convention, or w ith his dis­ 
tinguished opponent, Mr. Polk was a some­ 
what obscuie candidate, and his chances of 
election Bere bv no means free from doubt. 
General Jackson, however, then approach'

recognizing 
that 
"w ithin

proved the act of Congress, passed only 
ing his end, came to his support, and with three days before his inauguration, and im

soubriquet of the “Young Hickory.” 
As New' York and Pennsylvania were the 
decisive States, great pains were taken to 


mediately acted upon by President Tyler 
and Secretary Calhoun, to annex Texas, 
congratulated the people upon it, giving at 
length his reasons, and closed by reassert­

No president, except President Lincoln,

youngest man who had then held the nffico, 
not of wide or large national reputation, he 
had been elected over all the great Ii aders 
of the Democracy, and bv only a very narrow 
margin over his enfin- ut and popular 
opponent. There was bitter opposition to 
him among his political opponents: and 
some natural jealousies among his political 
friends. The slavery excitement was rising 
and became in tensities by and concentrated 
upon the annexation of T« xa<. Some North­ 
ern Slates, notably Massachusetts, had , 
declared br legislative resolutions that 
tho 
act 
of 
annexation 
"would have , 
no binding force’’—resolutions certainly 
not without a germ of nullification. 
Tho 
financial administration of the government, 
between the de tract on of the national, 
the failure of the State bank system and 
the repeal of tho independent treasuiy. was 
in a chaotic state. Tho busine a industries 
of the country were only partially recov- 
er d from the panic of 1837, and were all 
hampered by the uncertainties of legisla­ 
tion, bt th on financial and economic m at­ 
ters. 
And above all the count!y seemed 
on tho eve of certain war with Mexico, and 
possibly with England. 
Mr. P< Ik's administration is entitled to 
tile credit of carrying tho country success­ 
fully aud honorably through this crisis. 
We cannot give in much detail its history. 
Two days after the inauguration the Mexi­ 
can minister protested against the resolu­ 
tion for tho annexation of Texas and de­ 
manded ills passports. 
Mexico refused to 
receive cur minister, and all diplomatic in­ 
tercourse between the twocouutr os ceased. 
Texas called a convention, and by lier 
people accented the terms of annexation, 
and took the necessary steps to form a con­ 
stitution preparatory to admission to our 
Union as a State. Mexico immediately as­ 
sumed " a n attitude of hostility toward 
the United Stites.” and began "marshal­ 
ling and organizing armies, issuing procla­ 
mations,and avowing the intention to make 
war o n ’them ,’ either by an open declara­ 
tion or bv invading Texas.” President Polk 
"deemed It proper ss a precautionary meas­ 
ure to order a strong squadron to the coasts 
of Mexico, and to concentrate an efficient 
military force on the western frontier of 
Texas. Our army was ordered to take posi­ 
tion In tho country betw< en the Nueces and 
tho Del Norte, and to repel any invasion of 
the Texan territory which might be at­ 
tempted by the Mexican forces. Our squad­ 
ron in the gulf was ordered to co-operate 
with the army,” 
In accordance with such order* General 
Taylor in Au :ast, 1845, landed his troops 
at Corpus Christi, and at once began the 
discipline and instruction necessary to fit 
them for any possible contingency. In the 
following January he was ordered to, and in 
the ensuing March did. advance to the east 
bunk of tile Rio Grande, which brought his 
forces face to face with the Mexican army 
on the opposite bank. The order for this 
ad vane* was severely criticised by the op­ 
ponents of the administration, as having 
caused the war, but it was rather Hie neces­ 
sity already existing than the occasion of 
future war. 
In April General Ampndia 
ti ok 
command 
of the Mexican army, 
greatly 
reinforced, 
and required Gen­ 
eral 
Taylor 
to 
withdraw 
from 
tho 
Rio Grande, which he most, respectfully 
but firmly declined to do. On the 24th of 
April an unprovoked attack was made bv a 
bodvof Mexican lancers upon a reeonnoi- 
tr ng party of General Taylor’s troops. On 
the 12th ut May President Polk communi­ 
cated this to Congress, declaring that war 
existed "by the act of Mexico,’ and recom­ 
mending the most energetic measures for 
its prosecution. A bill was repo ted in Con­ 
gress setting forth in its preamble that war 
existed "by the act of the Republic of Mex­ 
ico.” The Whigs protested a rongly against 
this preamble as untrue aud unnecessary, 
and tried to strike it out, but. fail.ng, the 
bill was passed with only 14 negative votes 
in tho House and two in the Senate. 
The administration now etuered upon the 
prosecution of the war with vigor. General 
Taylor was reinforced with some 20,000 
men, aud advancing from the Rio Grande 
achieved a series of unbroken successes 
over the enemy, culminating in the cele­ 
brated victory of Buena Vista, over a largely 
superior force. 
Meantime, General Scott assumed per­ 
sonal command, and commenced action 
from Vera Cruz as a base. Landing near 
that city with about 13,000 men he invested 
it. and it soon with its famous castle of San 
Juan de U lioasum ndered. From thence he 
began 
his 
inarch upon 
the 
Mexican 
capital. 
Driving the enemy from the 
pass of Cerro Gordo, he continued his 
advance towards the City of Mexico, until 
on Aug. 19 and 20, 1847, lie fought, with 
entire success, the bloody batth s of Con­ 
treras and Churubusco—w hen the Mexicans 
proposed, and he accepted, an armistice for 
the purpose of 
negotiations for peace. 
These failing, he resumed hostilities, and 
on Sept. 8 fought the battlo of Molino del 
Rey. captured oil the 13th the castle of 
Chapultepec by storm, and on the next day 
placed the stars and stripes in triumph on 
the Palacio of Mexico. 
Conquered Mexico now lay helpless upon 
the hands of the administration. General 
Taylor held all its northern and several 
other provinces. 
General Kearney held 
New Moxiio. while the gallant pathfinder. 
General Fremont, supported by the naval 
forces on the Pacific, had taken p< gscssion 
of the Californias. 
All this had been 
accomplished within 18 months, and gen­ 
erally with forces vastly inferior to tlio-e 
of the enemy. Our armv has rarely gained 
more credit for bravery, discipline aud 
humanity than in the Mexican war, unpop­ 
ular as it was in some sections of the coun­ 
try, and criticised as it was by the party 
oratbrs and papers, and by the keen satire 
and wit of our great poet, Mr. Lowell, in lite 
"Blglow Papers.” 
Mexico was now ready and anxious to ne­ 
gotiate. Mr. Trist, our commissioner, had 
been recalled.and so was without authority; 
but, by advice of General Scott, he pro­ 
ceeded on the 2d of February, 1848, to ne­ 
gotiate the now historic "treaty of Gauda- 
lupe Hidalgo,” so called from the place of 
Its negotiation. This was approved by Mr. 
Polk, aud, with some slight amendments, 
ratified by the Senate, March IO. By it the 
Rio Urande below El Paso was made the 
boundary between the United States and 
Mexico, and New Mexico and upper Calif or- 
nia wore ceded to the United States upon 
payment of 116,000,000, and the assump­ 
tion of the claims therein of any Mexican 
citizens. 
Thus was finally accomplished one of the 
largest and most valuable acquisitions ever 
made by the United States: which not only 
vastly extended our territory, but provi­ 
dentially removed, what, in our subsequent 
civil war, had it remained un independent 
nation, under an independent flag, sup­ 
ported bv England and France, wtould have 
been such a rallying point and support for 
the secessionists as to have greatly promoted 
and facilitated their purpose of disunion, if 
happily it did not give it success. 
When 
we add to this the influence upon the busi­ 
ness, commerce, and civilization of the 
world of the California and other mines, 
under American enterprise and govern­ 
ment, we can hardly overestimate this Btu. 
pendous acquisition to the United States. 
Next in importance and difficulty to 
Texas, under Mr. Polk’s administration, 
was the Oregon question. 
Great Britain 
claimed the whole of Oregon to the Cali­ 
fornia line, or at least as far south as the 
Columbia river, with joint rights in that 
stream. We claimed, in the language of 
the Democratic platform and of Mr.- Polk’s 
inaugural and first message, that our titie 
to the whole of Oregon to latitude 54° 40' 
N. was “clear and unquestioned.” 
The 
Democrats had with ,s< me vaporing and 
alliterative bluff inscribed on their banners 
"Fifty-four Forty or Fight.” an inscription 
which, after the subsequent settlement, 
their Whig opponents quietly suggested 
they should change to "Fifty-four Forty or 
Flunk.” 
This controversy had been many years 
kept in abeyance by a convention made in 
1818, and renewed in 1827, for a joint oc­ 
cupancy of the disputed territory. This was 
not objected to, so long as this distant coun­ 
try was regarded as a wilderness, valuable 
only for its trade in peltries, shut out from 
all present permanent occupation by set­ 
tlers by the impassable cham of the Rocky 


mountains. But events were marching on. 
England founded no colony in Oregon. 
But In 
1832 
a 
little 
American set­ 
tlem ent 
was 
made 
in 
tho 
fertile 
valley of the Willamette—"a germ." as 
Von Holst well sa s. "with a tremendous 
capa* ity for development," Inasmuch as it 
was the beginning of an American State. 
Those sett'ers, says the same writer, "were 
pioneers who were hewing out a path for 
civilization with full manly twirp se. while 
they built bt uses for themselves and 
songht to strike root with wife and child In 
virgin soil, which their axe cleared and 
their ploughshare tore in order to sow 
throughout it wheat for the nations." 
Far from expatriating themselves they 
raised the flag of their country over their 
humble homes, though til# trade factories 
and forts of gieat British companies wore 
before their doors. They demanded their 
nation’s protect un, and at once raised in it 
a new and Intense interest in their wild 
In me. Not many years later Fremont dis­ 
covered his celebrated pass through the 
Rocky mountains, and the gallant and 
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patriotic American 
missionary, 
W hit­ 
man, 
threaded 
it 
with 
his 
cara­ 
van 
of 
200 
wagons 
on a bold and 
successful tourney with his colony from 
Missi uri to Oregon. From this moment 
Oregon, whatever the strength or weakness 
of paper title, became an American State. 
But England by no means conceded this. 
Under President Tyler, Mr. Calhoun offered 
her the lino of 49°, which she rejected. 
Lord Palmerston declared in 1843, In Par­ 
liament. if an act then before Congress in 
ref rence to Oregon was passed and acted 
upon, "it Would be a declaration of war.” 
And Lord John Russell in the Commons 
described Mr. Polk’s declaration that our 
title was c ear and unquestionable as "a 
blustering announcement.” 
Such was the Oregon question as It de­ 
volved upon President Polk’s administra­ 
tion. Its treatm ent was eminently practi­ 
cal, wise and patriotic. By his direction, in 
1845, Secretary Buchanan resumed tho ne- 
got;ations begun under his predecessor, Mr. 
Calhoun. Influenc' d by previous offers of 
our go\em inent, and especially that of Mr. 
Calhoun, Mr. Buchanan renewed to Mr. 
Pakenham the offer to divide the Oregon 
territory between tho two governments on 
the line of 49 ' N. let. This was rejected by 
him, and an offer uTide to submit the ques­ 
tion (carburation. To this Mr. Buchanan 
replied in a communication of marked abil­ 
ity, affirming tile American title to be too 
clour to be submitted to arbitration. He de­ 
clined this offer, withdrew his own. and re­ 
asserted the Auierican claim to the parallel 
of 54* 40'. 
In bisannual message in December, 1845, 
President Polk laid before Congress the 
correspondence, and recommended It to 
terminate the joint occupation. A resolu­ 
tion authorizing the president, in his dis­ 
cretion, to give the necessary notice for 
this, was passed in the Banate by a vote of 
38 to 14, and in the House bv a vote of I UH 
to 54, the venerable ox Presidi nt John 
Quincy Adams heading tho affirmatives. 
President Polk immediately gave the no­ 
tice. The question had now assumed a 
most threatening attitude, and the two 
countries appeared to be on Hie brink of 
hostilities. So strong and united was the 
feeling in the United States, that it became 
apparent that any further offers of concilia- 
t on or compromise must come from Great 
Britain. 
Accordingly, 
in 
May, 
1840, 
Lord 
Aberdeen, 
through 
the 
secre­ 
tary, 
Mr. 
Patten ham, proposed to ex­ 
tend 
the 
lino 
of 49° westward from 
the Rocky mountains to the channel be­ 
tween 
Vancouver 
Island, 
aud 
thence 
through the middle of the channel, and of 
the Straits of Fur* to th* Pacific, tho navi­ 
gation of this channel and the straits south 
of the forty-ninth parallel to remain free 
and open to both nations, and tho main 
northern branch of the Columbia aud the 
main river itself to be free ami open to the 
Hudson Bay Company and all British sub­ 
jects trading with them. We state this in 
detail, because it will bo remembered that 
many years after there arose between this 
country and England a protracted and 
bitter controversy as to this line through 
the channel and Straits of Fuca. which vias 
ultimately submitted to the arbitration of 
the King of Prussia, and by him settled in 
our favor. 
Appreciating fully the calamities of war. 
of which we then had otto on our hands, and 
strongly impressed with its imminence in 
case he adhered to our extreme claim, and 
largely controlled by the previous offers 


the then > xi tingtariff—in the direction of 
a more liberal and freer trade. 
The position taken was not widely differ­ 
ent from that of President Cleveland In our 
day. Mr. W alker’* report was one of the 
most able and exhaustive docuinen’s sab* 
mitred to Congress from his department 
since the days of Hamilton and Gallatin. 
In accordance with its recommendations, 
Congress passed the tariff act of 1848, 
which continued to be the policy and eco- 
nomlcsystein of the government through all 
subsequent administiat ons. until ll was 
superseded by the war m iff of 1881. This 
reform was not accomplished without for­ 
midable opposition from Mr. Polk’s politi­ 
cal opponents, and some of bis political 
friends, especially In Pennsylvania. 
But 
once established, It remained anti] dis­ 
turbed 
by 
i he 
irresistible 
exigencies 
of war. 
Under It the country en toyed 
period of almost unbroken prosperity, ad­ 
vance and development. Its leading prin­ 
ciple was the rais ng of such revenue a* was 
necessary for the support of the govern­ 
ment by a just and equal tax uoon imports, 
discriminating against luxuries, and in 
favor of necessaries, and giving such inci­ 
dental protection to all homo industries as 
could he done consistently, with entire jus­ 
tice and equity to consumers and taxpayers. 
When Mr. Polk came into power, the iu- 
dependei t treasury law, pass, d in Van 
Buren’* administration, had been repealed. 
The United States Bunk had be, n refused a 
recharter, and such a bank, Mr. Webster de­ 
clared. had liecome "an Obsolete idea.” The 
State banks had proved inadequate unsat­ 
isfactory. if not unreliable, and dangerons 
as fiscal agent-, of the government or Hie de­ 
positories of its funds. Leaving these funds 
In the hands 
of collectors ami other 
receivers 
hail 
prm ed 
Unsatisfactory, 
if 
not 
corrupting 
anti 
dangerous. 
It became 
absolutely 
essential to de­ 
vise 
some 
better 
system. 
it nee 
came the present Independent treasury. 
under th* recommendation of the adminis­ 
tration and the enactm ent of a friendly 
Congre s. 
Notwithstanding revere criti­ 
cism and strong opposition lo this measure, 
evinced not, only in resistance l y the Whigs 
to its pas-age under the administration of 
President Van Buren, but in its repeal after 
the election of General Harrison, it may 
now be looked upon as the settled and 
unanimously accept* d instrum entality of 
the government for the safe Keeping and 
disbursement of its funds. 
President Polk did not exercise the veto 
power very Jaigely during his administra­ 
tion. Still he was ve x severely criticised 
by his opponents. Somewhat sensitive to 
this, he devoted no inconsiderable part of 
his last annual message to an able, exhaust­ 
ive and conclusive deli nee of tiiis provision 
of Hie Constitution, and with such effect 
that hostility to it since that time has dis­ 
appeared from the platform of every or­ 
ganized political party. 
Mr. Polk, in his letter of acceptance when 
nominated, avowed his determ nation not 
to be a candidate for re-election. How far 
th » may have been policy, tending to con­ 
ciliate tile support of his distinguished and 
defeated competitors, haw far in deference 
to a "one-term” popular sentiment, or how 
far his own personal desire we cannot say. 
Be it frmn one or all these caules, tie ad­ 
hered to and reiterated it in a letter of May 
9,1848, as his term was about expiring, so 
th it hts name was not before the Demo­ 
cratic convention of 1848. 
General Cass became the Democratic can­ 
didate and was defeated by General Taylor, 
first brought into notice only bv lits victo­ 
ries in the Mexican war, which the ad­ 
ministration of his predecessor enabled him 
to achieve. 
President Polk courteously received Gen- 
eneral Taylor in Washington, accompanied 
him to the Capitol for his inauguration, and 
was the first to congratulate him at its 
close. He then returned to Nashville, grat­ 
ified along his way by numerous demon­ 
strations of popular regard. Here he died 
June 15. 1349. in the fifty-fourth year of his 
age, He had no children, but he left a 
widow—one of the most graceful, accom­ 
plished, fascinating, efficient and popular 
ladies whoever occupied the W hite House. 
She still lives, in lier advanced age honored 
and respected by tile whole country 
Grave aud dignified, prudent and cau­ 
tions, plain and unassuming, Mr. Polk was 
not an impressive a n i far from a "mag­ 
netic” man. 
"On his private character.” 
says Von Holst, A hostile critic, "there was 
not a spot,” 
But whatever may he our estimate and 
opinion of Mr. Polk personalty, when we 
co n ster his administration, and what was 
accomplished under it. in its enormous 
acquisitions of territory, and their ultimate 
consequences, not only to our conn try, but 
to the woild, til its achievements in wrar aud 
in negot A tion, in the settlement of fiscal 
and economic policies, which we iiave tint 
briefly and imperfectly sketched; in what, 
it did and wtiat it omitted to do, we cannot 
but regard it as the most important and 
successful of all the administrations be­ 
tween those of Madison and Lincoln. That 
of General Jackson alone can be compared 
with it.

made by Mr. Calhoun aud renewed by Mr. 
Buchanan, Mr. Polk strongly inclined to ac­ 
cept this proposition. This ta sod a storm 
of opposition among the extremists of hie 
party, who, under the able and vigorous 
lead of General Case. Senator Allen of Ohio, 
Hannegen of Indiana and others, became 
known 
as 
the 
"Fifty-four forty-ists." 
Their speeches w ere very able, and quite Te­ 
nement in their appeals to popular preju­ 
dice, national sentiment aud pride. They 
received more or less support from such of 
the opposition as on such occasion is apt to 
pat partisan advantage before patriotism. 
Supported, however, by Mr. Calboun, Mr. 
Benton, and other leading Democrats, and 
the whole body of the Whigs led by Web­ 
ster, Crittenden, Reverdy Johnson and 
others, Mr. Polk, with great sagacity, de­ 
termined to revive the precedent of Wash­ 
ington, and take the advice of the Senate, 
in advance of a treaty. He did so, and after 
a stormy and excited debate, it advised the 
acceptance of this line by a vote of 38 to 12, 
mote than the two-thirds required to ratify 
a treaty. Four days later the president 
sent to the Senate the treaty with a mes­ 
sage, which certainly still "left the respon­ 
sibility upon the advising Senate,” as 
Colonel Benton says. The Senate at once 
ratified it by a vote of 41 to 14. And so 
was consummated this vital measure in 
our political history. 
We have space for only two more meas­ 
ures of Mr. Polk’s administration, in both 
of which it did good service to the cotfBtry. 
We refer to the revenue reform in the tariff 
act of 1846, and the establishment of the 
existing Independent 
treasury 
system, 
which has relieved the government from 
all necessary connection with or dependence 
upon banks, national or State, and as far as 
practicable deprived it of all ability or 
temptation to interfere with the business of 
the community for political ends. 
In 1846, Mr. Robert J. Walked, as secre­ 
tary of the treasury, made to Congress re­ 
ports upon tariff and revenue reform—and

At once that becomes a text in my mind. 
At once there rises before me a news­ 
paper v ho-e reports shall be untinged by 
malice, uncolored by favoritism, in whose 
columns two ami two can never be brought 
to an aggregation of five or six. or put be­ 
neath the loyal and accurate iour. 
I see at 
ones the difference between a truth-teller 
and a falsifier, and, like any other ordi­ 
narily re telAgent individual, say to myself. 
“After this, if I want to read a correct re­ 
po t. I mu t look iii the columns of some 
other i ai er, tile Herald doesn’t tell the 
facts." Mind you, I take no notice of the 
disc curtesy to myself: that would be a be­ 
littlement of judgment, 
it is perfectly in 
order for the Herald, in 


which our leading papers very largely 
diminish their much flaunted expenditures. 
Barely a week passes ere the correspondent 
in Washington of this leading paper insists 
upon and compels tho publication of a 
double-leaded denial, printed at the head of 
the column of the same paper, of all 
knowledge on the part of himself or any of 
his subordinates engaged in forwarding the 
news from the capital, of this startling 
story, which has become the text for a mul­ 
titudinous sermonic oration, from one end 
of the country to the other. W hich is the 
correct version? I don’t know, neither do 
yon. 
Ergo, do either of us care? 
I sat in the office of a president of one of 
the greatest corporations in the world, loss 
than two hours ago. and heard there dis­ 
cussed a distinct assertion made in the col­ 
umns of ope of the widest-circulated jour­ 
nals in this country, concerning a certain 
transaction in which it was alleged this 
corporation had participated. The first the 
company had ever heard of it was when 
the publication was read in the office. No 
such transaction ever occurred. No person 
connected with the company knew aught 
of it. It was contrary to the policy of tile 
organization to have it done in any event, 
and the only question raised was, is there 
any use in denying it? 
The unanimous conclusion In the minds 
of 12 directors, some of whom are men 
worth more millions than the proprietors of 
the newspaper in which the m atter was 
printed ire worth hundreds of thousands. 
was: “W hat’s tho use? Who cires? It 
could produce no effect in kindred institu- 
t ons, w brto the folly and idiocy of such a 
course are thoroughly understood; it pro­ 
duces no effect here, because we know the 
assertion to be utterly without foundation. 
In fact, why get into a discussion with a 
dirty dog?" Now It isn’t pleasant for news­ 
paper writers to be classed as dirty dogs or 
liars or fabricators or sneaks, and yet there 
are

of shifting from the quicksands of discount 
to the precipice of reorganization, every now 
and then, to vent its suite or indicate its 
dislike vt whatever to individuals, but it is 
very pcor journalist!! which warrants even 
so universally know n a financier as Mr. 
Paintier, or so tnild-inaunerod a gentleman 
as Johnny Holmes, to send before his con 
stituen-.s a paper with what purports to be 
a miirored reflection of an occasion in 
which its features are distorted. You see 
the point, of couise. W ithout making any 
application further than this, I simply show 
how /.his service rendered me, rendered 
you. rendered anybody who can afford it, by 
the intelligence bureau, conducted by Mr. 
Shanks, starts trains of thought along dif­ 
ferent. but interesting, avenues of specula­ 
tion, of conclusion. 
Another thought. 
I find among the clippings today also a 
llurring indication of temper, or, possibly, 
jealousy, in a quotation from a gentleman, 
who says: “The reminiscent Howard ap 
pears to have written himself off the daily 
press of New York. and lias fallen into tho 
sere and yellow sketch writing. There used 
to be a slap-dash absurdity about his timeli 
ness, but there is only pathos in his recol 
lections." 
Just so. 
Recollections among gentlemen not in­ 
frequently have tinges of pathos, partic­ 
ularly when they take hold of men and 
women who have passed beyond the lino 
of life and tread the shores which are be­ 
fogged from the sight of those who remain 
here and hereabouts. W hat harms it me 
to receive a slap like that? Am I no longer 
a writer for the daily press? Aud if so 
what a terrible calamity I must have en­ 
countered. Does the cheerful youth who 
penned that charming bit of sarcasm en­ 
joy public confidence to a greater extent 
than I? 
Are his writings more gener­

gratulated, but how am I injured? On the 
contrary, am I not benefited? Do I not 
naturally say. “Well, there must be some 
reason for this, inasmuch as I neither know 
the man that w rote it nor read the periodi 
cal iii which it appeared." Mr. Shanks 
does me a service in bringing before my eye 
a bit of dirt, and I, unwilling to believe that

We have 
six or eight morning papers here, each with 
a -pedal correspondent, if it may be be­ 
lieved. upon the spot. Like many another 
man, I take them all. W ith my breakfast, 
roll and coffee, I scan them all. One paper 
says, “The Emperor is improving” ; another 
lays. “The crown prince gallops 20 miles in 
ba te, fearing the imm ediate dissolution of 
his imperial father," aud so through the 
entire garnet. There is no consistency in 
Hie several stories, Some are probably cor­ 
rect : others must necessarily be Absolutely 
false. 
Why? 
It is fair to assume th at no intelligent 
editor pays for false news. "W hat is it, then, 
that is sent? Is it baseless gossip, is it 
rumor, or is it an emanation fro m the dear 
old lady, Sister Grundy’? 
But come nearer home. 
We find, told with all substantiality of 
derail, iii a leading paper, th at the President 
end his wife and a m em ber of the cabinet 
iud his wife. and a general who stood high 
in the army, have had an unpleasantness, 
which results in a social explosion of un­

He was a firm friend also. He was a hard 
worker, a merciless critic. He followed 
men and women to the grave. In his edi­ 
torial columns he ssid precisely what he 
thought. He made the greatest newspaper 
known to his age. How (lid ho do it? Bv 
compelling his reporters to give facts. He 
sent reporters to the anti-slavery anniver­ 
sary meeting*, with instruction* to ridicule 
them. How? By giving the speeches pre­ 
cisely as tney were uttered, by describing 
the 
quaint, 
queer costumes 
of 
the 
people precisely as thoy 
were 
worn, 
by 
recounting 
the interruptions, 
and 
bv 
reporting 
the intrusions of

tho

It isn’t that honesty* is in lino 
with the divine commandment, but that 
honesty is in line with worldly success. 
It is the hest policy, with tremendous

Let 
it be 
onco 
understood 
that a paper 
is holiest iii its reports, that its telegrams 
from Berlin tell facts concerning the Em­ 
peror, that its list of speakeis at a public 
dinner contains the names of the people 
who speak and all the people who spoke, 
that its record of congressional, legislative, 
local procedure are always iii line and on all 
fours with truth, and it will get a reputa­ 
tion for honesty, and with its reputation 
comes its circulation, and witli its circula­ 
tion advertising, and with its advertising 
profits. ^low would it look if a public din­ 
ner, for instance, were given, and th® re­ 
porter, anxious to cut a figure at home or in 
some petty circle, were not only to leave out 
some name, conspicuous or subordinate as 
tho case may be. and insert his own? Every­ 
body at Hie dinner would laugh, not at his 
cheek, but at his lie. 
Why was Horace Greeley respected? 
On account, of his convictions, on account 
of his creeds, on account of his isms? Not 
at all, but because there was a widespread, 
universal, I might say, recognition iii the 
honesty of his beliefs, his conviction, his 
creeds, his isms. His honesty mind you, 
his faith, and his tenacity of faith and 
creed and isms in Hie teeth of opposition, in 
the lace of sneer and taunt and bitter fight. 
On tho whole, then, the conclusions this 
morning, brethren, are .first, that Shanks’ 
bureau of intelligence is a good thing to 
patronize, and, second, that honesty is the 
best policy.
